Import  Duties  Act,  1932— Sudan  Exports 

All  classes  of  merchandise  grown,  produced  or  manu- 
factured in,  and  consigned  from,  the  Sudan  have 
hitherto  been  considered  not  to  be  liable  to  any  duty 
under  the  Import  Duties  Act,  1932.  We  have  been 
officially  advised  that  as  from  November  30  next  ship- 
ments of  all  classes  of  merchandise  from  the  Sudan 
arriving  in  this  country  will  be  treated  as  foreign  goods 
and  will  be  liable  to  the  duties  in  operation  at  the  time 
of  report.    This  ruling  will  affect  gum  acacia  and  senna. 

Customs  Drawback  Rules 

H.M.  Customs  have  issued  a  pamphlet  giving  particu- 
lars of  their  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders,  1932,  No.  929 
on  drawbacks  of  duty.  Copies  may  be  obtained  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  Kingsway,  W.C.2,  price  id. 

Dangerous  Drugs  (Consolidation)  Regulations,  1928 

The  Home  Secretary  has  issued,  as  on  November  11, 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Exempted  Preparations)  Amend- 
ment Regulations,  1932  (S.R.  &  O.,  1932,  No.  933: 
Stationery  Office,  id.),  which  supersede  the  Provisional 
Regulations  to  the  like  effect  dated  September  28.  The 
Schedule  is  identical  with  that  of  the  Provisional  Regu- 
lations (C.  &■  D.,  October  8,  p.  433),  and  replaces  the 
list  in  the  Third  Schedule  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Con- 
solidation) Regulations,  1928. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  1933 

We  have  received  the  following  letter  from  Mr.  A.  R. 
Melhuish,  chairman  of  the  London  Executive  Committee 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  1933:  — 

"  At  the  recent  meeting  in  Aberdeen  an  invitation  to 
the  Conference  to  visit  London  in  1933  was  accepted. 
The  date  will  be  the  week  commencing  July  2.^,  1933. 
Active  arrangements  are  now  in  hand  to  ensure  that  the 


London  Conference  shall  be  a  notable  success.  We 
hope  to  welcome  our  provincial  colleagues  in  large 
numbers,  and  we  can  assure  them  of  a  most  cordial 
welcome.  The  duty  of  welcoming  these  visitors  is  not 
confined  to  the  London  Executive  alone :  it  is  the  privi- 
lege of  every  chemist  in  the  metropolis.  London 
chemists  will  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Local 
Executive  telling  them  how  they  may  help  towards  the 
success  of  the  meeting.  1  ask  them  on  behalf  of  their 
Executive  to  consider  it  carefully  and  sympathetically." 

The  British  Health  Resorts  Association 

The  British  Health  Resorts  Association  has  been 
formed  in  view  of  the  unique  opportunity  which  has 
arisen  for  developing  and  utilising  the  health  resorts  of 
the  British  Isles.  Its  chief  aims  are  to  formulate  the 
medical  case  for  the  British  health  resorts  in  the  pre- 
vention and  cure  of  disease,  with  special  reference  to 
establishing  their  equality  witli,  and  ni  many  cases 
their  superiority  over,  corresponding  facilities  on  the 
Continent,  and  to  make  this  information  known  to  tlie 
medical  profession  and  to  the  public  as  well  as  to 
municipal  councils  and  other  public  bodies,  proprietors 
of  hotels,  bathing "  establishments,  etc.,  with  informa- 
tion and  guidance  as  to  what  is  required  to  make  their 
accommodation  efficient  and  satisfactory  in  every  way. 
On  November  22  the  inaugural  luncheon  of  this  move- 
ment took  place  at  the  Ritz  Hotel,  London,  W.i,  pre- 
sided over  by  Lord  Meston.  The  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Edward 
Hilton  Young,  Minister  of  Health,  proposed  the  toast 
of  "  The  Association,"  impressing  upon  medical  men 
and  the  public  that  we  have  in  this  country  facilities 
of  equal  value  in  scientific  and  medical  aspects  to  tliose 
they  have  abroad.  As  Minister  of  Health  he  stressed 
the  importance  of  health  resorts  promoting  their  facili- 
ties as  a  business  proposition;  they  must  advertise, 
and  they  must  develop  their  facilities.  Sir  Thomas 
Horder  replied.    Lieutenant-Colonel  R.  H.  Elliot  said 
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that  ;^3o, 000,000  has  been  spent  annually  by  our  people 
going  to  the  Continent,  while  the  advantages  of  travel 
and  treatment  in  our  own  land  outweigh  those  de- 
rivable abroad.  Earl  de  la  Warr,  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary, Ministry  of  Agriculture,  expressed  the  assurance 
that  his  own  aistrict  at  Bexhill,  as  most  other  resorts, 
would  be  glad  to  respond  to  the  Association's  appeal. 
Dr.  Fortescue  Fox  stressed  the  importance  of  the  cult 
of  hydrology  and  climatology  as  the  preventive  and 
cure  of  most  of  our  ills.  The  appointment  of  Dr. 
Alfred  Cox,  ex-secretary  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion, as  secretary  to  the  British  Health  Resorts  Asso- 
ciation is  an  omen  of  success. 

Inquests 

At  Thetford,  recently,  David  Robert  Thomas  Pany, 
aged  eight,  son  of  Mr.  David  Parry,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, was  killed  by  a  lorry  while  attempting  to  cross 
Bridge  Street.  At  the  inquest  a  verdict  of  "  Acci- 
dental death  "  was  returned,  the  coroner,  jury  and 
police  expressing  their  sympathy  with  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Parry. 

An  inquiry  was  concluded  at  Martock,  recently,  con- 
cerning the  death  of  Mr.  James  A.  Owens,  chemist  and 
druggist,  who  was  found  dead  on  the  floor  of  his  shop. 
Analytical  evidence  showed  that  hydrocyanic  acid  had 
been  taken.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  to  the  effect 
that  the  acid  was  self-administered,  but  that  there  was 
insufficient  evidence  to  show  the  state  of  m'md  of  the 
deceased  at  the  time. 

The  Paddington  (Londo-i)  coroner  held  an  inquest,  on 
November  21,  on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Winifred  Johnes, 
aged  sixty-seven.  The  evidence  of  a  son  showed  that 
Mrs.  Johnes  had  been  a  drug  addict  for  about  tliirty 
years,  and  after  being  cured  of  morphine  addiction  she 
took  "  various  narcotic  drugs."  He  had  made  every 
effort  to  persuade  her  to  give  them  up,  and  had  warned 
a  local  chemist  not  to  supply  her  with  medinal  and  to 
inform  him  if  she  purchased  a  bromide.  Death  was 
apparently  due  to  an  overdose  of  potassium  bromide. 
A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was 
recorded. 

Sheffield 

Mr.  H.  M.  Burdall,  governing  director  of  Burdall's, 
Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  headed  the  poll  in  the 
recent  by-election  in  the  Hallam  ward  of  the  City 
Council. 

The  Council  of  the  University  of  Sheffield  has  raised 
the  status  of  the  department  of  botany  by  the  creation 
of  a  chair,  to  which  Mr.  B.  H.  Bentley  has  been  ap- 
]3ointed.  Professor  Bentley  has  served  the  University  for 
many  years  as  lecturer  in  botany. 

Miscellaneous 

Hockey. — The  Ipswich  Chemists'  Hockey  Club  (mixed 
team)  met  the  Severalls  Club  at  home  on  November  16. 
The  chemists  led  with  a  score  of  2 — o  at  half-time,  and 
during  the  second  half  their  opponents  brought  the  score 
level.  The  last  shot  of  the  match  gave  the  Severalls 
team  the  lead  with  a  score  of  3 — 2. 

Catholic  Pharmaceutical  Guild. — A  meeting  of  tlie 
Catholic  Pharmaceutical  Guild  was  held  on  November  20, 
Mr.  James  Thomson  in  the  chair.  The  enrolment  of 
eight  new  members  was  approved.  The  meeting  con- 
gratulated Mr.  Bernard  Murphy  on  his  election  as  an 
examiner  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
(C  6-  D.,  November  19,  p.  609).  A  donation  of  ;^20  as 
a  nucleus  for  a  benevolent  fund  was  received  through 
Mr.  E.  J.  Raynor;  a  committee  was  appointed  to  ad- 
minister the  fund.  A  paper  on  "  Kenya  Colony  and 
Protectorate  "  was  read  by  Captain  R.  Stanley. 

Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association. — In 
accordance  with  custom  the  names  of  four  members  of 
the  retail  section  of  the  Council  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  who  are  to  retire  this 
year  have  been  chosen  by  ballot.  The  four  retir- 
ing members  are  Mr.  N.'  N.  Aimitage,  Mr.  J.  E. 
French,  Mr.  J.  Milner  and  Mr.  J.  Smith,  all  of  whom 


are  eligible  for  nomination  and  re-election.  It  is 
open  to  members  of  the  retail  section  of  the  P.A.T.x\. 
to  nominate  candidates  for  the  four  vacancies.  Nomi- 
nations will  be  received  by  the  secretary,  43  Gordon 
Square,  London,  W.C.i,  up  to  December  5. 

British  Science  Guild. — The  Norman  Lockyer  lec- 
ture of  the  British  Science  Guild  was  delivered  in 
London,  on  November  22,  by  Sir  Frank  Smith,  secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 
Sir  Frank  Smith  dealt  with  the  relation  of  research  to 
economic  problems,  and  especially  to  the  national 
balance  sheet;  if,  he  said,  we  were  to  pay  our  way  in 
the  future,  our  products  must  continue  to  be  as  good 
as  or  better  than  those  of  our  competitors,  and  our 
prices  must  not  be  higher. 

Assault  and  robbery.  —  At  the  Central  Criminal 
Court,  London,  on  November  23,  Alfred  S.  Goodman, 
Richard  Perry  and  Alfred  Littlechild  pleaded  "  Guilty  " 
to  robbing  Mr.  H.  E.  VVooster,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Haverstock  Hill,  N.W.,  on  October  15,  and  to  another 
charge  (C  &  D.,  October  29,  p.  513).  Goodman  was 
sentenced  to  four  years'  penal  servitude  and  twenty 
strokes  with  the  birch;  Perry  to  three  years'  penal 
servitude  and  twelve  strokes  with  the  "  cat ";  and 
Littlechild  to  eighteen  months'  imprisonment  and  six- 
teen strokes  with  the  birch.  In  passing  sentence,  the 
Recorder  said  that  had  it  not  been  for  the  extreme 
bravery  of  Mrs.  Wooster,  Goodman  would  have  got 
away.  He  directed  that  a  reward  of  £s  should  be  paid 
to  Mrs.  Wooster. 
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Scottish  Notes 

Aberdeen 

Mr.  John  Rose,  who  died  in  Aberdeen  Royal 
Infirmary  recently,  was  employed  by  William  Paterson 
&  Sons  (Aberdeen),  Ltd.,  wholesale  druggists,  as  senior 
warehouseman.  Mr.  Rose  was  well  known  to  local 
chemists. 

A  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy  Social  Circle  was  held  in 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  Roisert  Gordon's  Colleges,  on 
November  i6,  when  Miss  H.  M.  Bailey,  of  the  Aberdeen 
Photographic  Association,  addressed  members  and 
friends  on  "A  Sassenach  in  Scotland."  The  lecture, 
which  was  greatly  appreciated,  was  illustrated  with 
lantern  slides  from  Miss  Bailey's  own  pliotographs.  Mr. 
G.  F.  Davidson  (president  of  the  Circle)  occupied  the 
chair,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by.  Mr.  J.  M. 
Grant. 

Brevities 

The  Scottish  Medical  Defence  Union,  Ltd.,  has  been 
registered  as  a  public  company  "  to  protect  the  interests 
of  qualified  medical  and  dental  practitioners,  etc." 

A  correspondent  (19/11)  sends  us  the  following  his- 
torical information  on  the  Hebridean  kelp  industry: — 
"  The  commercial  prosperity  oi  the  Hebridean  kelp 
manufacture  would  seem  to  have  reached  its  zenith  at 
the  beginning  of  the  Nineteenth  Century.  During  the 
Napoleonic  war  the  output  rose  to  nearly  6,000  tons 
annually  and  the  price  to  £\Q>  per  ion.  The  material 
for  this  manufacture  covered  some  50,000  acres  lying 
below  water  at  high  tide.  The  manufacture  of  kelp 
was  carried  on  under  a  system  of  protective  duties  which 
prevented  a  competition  by  barilla  and  other  forms  of 
alkali;  when  that  system  became  modified  and  finally 
overthrown,  the  industry  received  a  series  of  shocks,  fell 
suddenly  in  amount,  struggled  fitfully,  and  finally  suc- 
cumbed. From  a  letter  written  in  1829  t(j  Lord 
Glenelg  by  a  former  Hebridean  landowner,  it  is  learned 
that  up  to  the  year  1822  considerable  duties  were 
levied  on  barilla,  pearlash,  etc.,  but  in  that  year  the 
duty  on  salt  was  lowered  from  15s.  to  2S.  per  bushel. 
Shortly  afterwards  the  impost  on  barilla  was  consider- 
ably reduced.  This  measure  was  quickly  followed  by 
the  repeal  of  the  remainder  of  the  salt  duties  (duties 
which  had  lasted  more  than  130  years)  and  of  the  duty 
on  alkali  made  from  salt.  Close  upon  this  followed  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  duty  on  pot-  and  pearlash, 
and  the  entire  removal  of  that  on  ashes  from  Canada; 
this  step  was  accompanied  by  a  reduction  in  the  duty 
on  foreign  sulphur  from  £t.<^  to  los.  per  ton." 

Irish  Notes 

Dangerous  Drugs  (Consolidation)  Regulations,  1928 

The  "  Belfast  Gazette  "  of  November  iS  contains  an 
Order  made  by  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  for 
Northern  Ireland  under  Section  7  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1920,  amending  the  list  of  preparations  in 
the  Tliird  Schedule  to  the  Dangerous  Drugs  (Consolida- 
tion) Regulations,  1928.  The  Order  provides  tliat  the 
list  of  preparations  given  shall  be  substituted  for  the 
list  of  preparations  in  the  Third  Schedule  to  the  Prin- 
cipal Regulations.  The  list  is  identical  witli  that 
printed  in  the  C.  &  D.,  October  8,  p.  433. 

Visit  to  Works 

A  party  of  students  of  the  Licentiate  class  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland's  School  of  Pharmacy 
visited  the  v/orks  of  Boileau  and  Boyd,  Ltd.,  wholesale 
druggists,  93,  Bride  Street,  Dublin,  on  November  16. 
The  students  were  accompanied  by  Mr.  T.  J.  Smith, 
M.-C.P.S.L,  and  were  received  by  Mr.  A.  A.  Bnmker, 
M.P.S.I.  (managing  director  of  the  company).  After 
a  welcome  the  party  toured  the  various  departments, 
commencing  at  the  drug  lofts,  where  crude  drugs  of 
every  description  are  stored.  The  "  dry  "  section  was 
then  inspected  and  the  party  proceeded  to  the 
"  sundries  "  department,  where  great  interest  was  shown 


in  the  large  stocks  of  serums  held.  In  the  "  wet  "  room 
the  students  were  impressed  by  the  large  variety  of 
galenicals  filled  and  ready  for  dispatch.  After  seeing 
the  store  for  "  heavy  wets,"  town  and  country  dispatch, 
and  the  contracts  departments,  the  party  moved  on  to 
the  manufacturing  laboratory  where  Mr.  Donald  Boyd, 
M.A.,  F.C.S.,  showed  a  number  of  interesting  opera- 
tions. The  drug  mill  was  next  inspected,  and  then  the 
steam  laboratory,  where  the  working  of  an  alcohol- 
recovery  still  was  demonstrated.  The  party  afterwards 
proceeded  to  the  private  laboratory,  where  ramples  of 
all  the  finished  preparations  are  standardised  prior  to 
storage.  Simple  analyses  were  carried  out  by  way  of 
illustration.  In  the  last  department  visited  the  students 
watched  with  interest  the  working  of  a  gravity  conveyor 
which  brought  the  finished  articles  to  the  country  dis- 
patch department.

Summoned  at  Dungiven  Petty  Sessions  for  fail- 
ing to  comply  with  a  notice  requiring  him  to 
send  his  two  children  to  school,  a  man,  in  sup- 
port of  his  plea  that  the  children  were  ill,  pro- 
duced a  medicine  bottle.  He  said  he  had  not 
a  medical  certificate,  but  the  doctor  told  him  if  he 
produced  the  bottle  it  would  do  as  well.  The  Bench 
declined  to  accept  the  plea. 

The  Therapeutics  Substances  Bill  has  been  passed 
through  the  Dail  in  all  stages.  An  additional  section 
was  added  to  the  Bill  during  the  Committee  Stage, 
giving  the  Minister  for  Local  Government  and  Public 
Health  power  to  grant  an  import  permit  to  any  regis- 
tered medical  practitioner  to  import  specified  quantities 
of  therapeutic  preparations  in  cases  of  urgency.  The 
Control  of  Prices  I3ill  has  also  passed  its  final  stage  in 
the  Dail. 

In  the  Irish  Free  State,  in  common  with  Great  Britain 
and  other  countries,  there  is  a  tendency  among  chemists 
to  get  away  from  the  old  style  of  pharmacy,  to  the 
more  modern  type  of  premises,  with  thoir  more  ornate 
frontages  and  attractive  interiors.  This  progres- 
sive movement  is  not  confined  to  cities,  such  as 
Dublin,  Cork,  Waterford  and  Limerick.  In  many  of 
the  smaller  provincial  towns  chemists  are  finding  it 
worth  while  to  spend  more  in  providing  modern  busi- 
ness jjremises.

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


A  Code  System, 

such  as  that  v/hich  has  been  the  means  of 
tracing  stolen  supplies  of  a  proprietary  (C.  &  D., 
November  12,  p.  596),  has  much  to  commend  it,  and  I 
can  imagine  that  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Asso- 
ciation would  welcome  the  adoption  of  a  similar  system 
by  manufacturers  of  other  proprietaries.  Code  marks 
on  goods  are  usually,  I  believe,  of  a  general  character 
except  in  cases  where  special  arrangements  are  made  to 
watch  the  supplies  received  by  particular  customers.  A 
consequence  of  this  is  that  facility  for  tracing  the  source 
or  sources  of  suspected  goods,  when  offered  for  sale  by 
cutters,  or  in  other  circumstances  where  definite  know- 
ledge of  tlie  source  of  supplies  is  important,  is  lacking 
more  often  than  not.  In  the  present  instance,  however, 
the  system  prevailing  appears  to  be  one  which  enables 
the  manufacturers  to  state  definitely  that  particular 
jiackages  must  have  passed  through  the  hands  of  par- 
ticular customers. 

Rouge  Application, 

as  explained  by  Mr.  Redgrove  (p.  612),  is 
something  much  more  than  dabbing  on  the  skin  a  suit- 
ably tinted  powder,  and  I  am  interested  to  note  that  he 
indicates  specialisation  by  chemists  in  this  direction  as 
a  likely  way  of  increasing  profits.  Apart  from  the 
formulas  and  practical  suggestions  it  contains,  Mr. 
Redgrove's  article  is  distinguished  by  a  number  of  forth- 
right statements,  particularly  in  the  introductory  para- 
graph. It  comes  home  to  one  as  amusingly  correct  to 
be  told  that  white  skins,  properly  so  described,  are  non- 
existent, and  it  would  hardly  do  to  tell  our  lady  custo- 
mers that  their  skins  are  not  white,  but  tend  to  yellow 
or  blue,  as  the  case  may  be.      Yet  such  statements 


would  be  fully  justified  by  fact,  and  our  skill  as  toilet 
chemists  must  be  based  upon  realisation  of  the  actual 
state  of  affairs.  Most  important  of  all  is  the  idea 
underlying  Mr.  Redgrove's  exposition,  that  opportunity 
presents  itself  in  the  direction  indicated  for  us  to  con- 
vert our  customers  into  clients  who  are  most  unlikely 
ever  to  desert  us  so  long  as  we  continue  to  treat  them 
skilfully  and  well. 

If  Pharmacy 

is  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines, it  is  only  part  of  the  business  of  the 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  the  two  things  are  not 
synonymous.  So  insists  a  friend  who  chafes  at  the 
idea  that  there  can  be  such  an  occupation  as  "  retail 
pharmacy."  He  also  presses  upon  me  consideration  of 
the  point  that,  inasmuch  as  the  practice  of  pharmacy 
is  a  purely  personal  function,  if  the  exercise  of  that 
function  can  properly  be  described  as  "  retail  phar- 
macy," the  dispenser  of  medically  prescribed  medicines 
in  a  wholesale  house  must  necessarily  be  a  "  retail 
pharmacist."  It  seems  a  great  pity  that  the  qualifying 
word  "  retail  "  should  be  needlessly,  incorrectly  and 
increasingly  thrust  before  that  denoting  our  professional 
qualification,  and  I  am  surprised  to  observe  how 
speakers  and  writers,  otlierwise  well-informed,  fall  into 
the  error  of  doing  this.  It  is  not  only  incorrect  but  in 
the  worst  of  bad  taste,  says  my  worthy  friend,  for 
how,  he  asks,  shall  we  ever  force  recognition  of  the 
professional  side  of  our  calling  if  we  acquiesce  in  the 
majority  of  those  who  practise  it  being  described  as 
"  retail  "  pharmacists?  A  pharmacist  is  a  pharmacist, 
wherever  or  however,  he  may  be  employed,  and  the 
adjectival  "  retail  "  is  as  incorrectly  applied  in  his 
case  as  it  would  be  to  a  lawyer,  doctor,  or  clergyman. 
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Legal  Reports 

Interim  Injunction  Granted, — In  the  Chancery  Division 
of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  November  i8,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Eve,  Aspro,  Ltd.,  moved  for  an  interim  injvmc- 
tion  to  restrain  C.  C.  Harrison,  Ltd.,  trading  as  the 
Paddington  Green  Pharmacy,  Church  Street,  Padding- 
ton,  W.2,  from  infringing  their  trade  mark  in  Aspro, 
from  using  other  words  only  colourably  different  from 
Aspro  for  tlie  purpose  of  passing  off  as  Aspro  a  medi- 
cinal preparation  not  of  the  plamtifis'  manufacture,  and 
for  other  relief.  It  was  stated  by  counsel  for  the  plain- 
tiffs that  at  defendants'  shop  was  exhibited  an  adver- 
tisement sent  out  by  plaintiffs,  which  read  "  Get  your 
Aspro  here."  When  a  messenger  from  plaintiffs  asked 
for  Aspro  she  was  told  that  Aspro  was  not  stocked,  and 
a  bottle  containing  tablets  and  bearing  the  word  in  ink, 
"  Aspra,"  was  handed  to  her.  Another  messenger  ask- 
ing for  Aspra  was  handed  a  bottle  containing  that  word 
on  the  label.  On  a  notice  in  the  window  were  the  words 
"  Aspra  tablets  similar  prescription  to  Aspro,"  and  C'n 
the  counter  in  the  shop  was  a  large  bottle  of  tablets 
similar  to  those  sold  by  the  plaintiffs.  That  bottle  bore 
a  label  on  which  were  the  words  "  prepared  from  the 
formula  of  the  famous  Aspro  tablets."  The  defendants 
did  not  appear,  and  his  lordship,  in  granting  Aspro, 
Ltd.,  an  interlocutory  injunction  to  restrain  the  defen- 
dants from  infringing  their  trade  mark  in  Aspro,  said 
that  if  there  was  any  allegation  of  passing  off  after 
this  they  could  bring  another  motion  about  the  matter.

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Dental  Board  Insurance  Act  Dispensing 


of  the  United  Kingdom 

The  twenty-third  session  of  the  Dental  Board  of  the 
United  Kingdom  opened  at  44  Hallam  Street,  London, 
W  I,  on  November  9,  the  chairman  (the  Rt.  Hon.  Sir 
Francis  Dyke  Acland,  Bart.,  M.P.)  presiding.  Follow- 
ing notification  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  N.  Bishop 
Harman,  M.B.,  F.R.C.S.,  as  a  member  in  place  of  Sir 
Holburt  Waring  came  the 

Chaikman's  Address 

Sir  Francis  Dyke  Acland,  after  a  reference  to  recent 
changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Board,  dealt  with 
matters  which  had  been  discussed  by  the  Discipline 
Committee  since  the  previous  meeting.  One  of  these 
was  the  simplification  of  procedure  in  cases  in  which  the 
conduct  of  a  panel  dentist  falls  within  the  Board's  juris- 
diction. The  suggestion  was  that  appropriate  cases 
might  at  once  be  reported  to  the  Board  without  a  pre- 
liminary inquiry  by  the  Ministry  of  Health;  this  course 
would  not  prejudice  the  position  of  the  Dental  Benefit 
Council.  An  arrangement  on  these  lines  has  been  made. 
Another  matter  was  the  signing  of  dental  benefit  forms 
containing  statements  not  strictly  true.  It  was  recom- 
mended that  this  be  dealt  with  by  the  issue  of  supple- 
mentary paragraphs  to  the  "  Warning  Notice."  A 
third  topic  was  the  issue  of  circulars  of  any  of  the 
following  types :  — 

(i)  A  teotli  insUtiite  sends  circulars  to  its  patients  asking- 
them  to  look  in  and  inspect  dentures  made  of  a  wonderful 
substance  which  has  been  newly  discovered ;  (ii)  another 
dentist  proposea  to  send  his  patients,  not  with  his  account 
but  as  a  separate  document,  a  circular  letter  saying  that  in 
view  of  the  present  hard  times  he  proposes  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  all  accounts  which  are  paid  promptly ;  (iii)  cards 
headed  "  Please  take  one,"  announcing  a  reduction  of  fees 
"  to  meet  present  financial  conditions,"  are  placed  in  a 
dentist's  waiting  room. 

The  chairman,  in  general  terms,  advised  dentists  not 
to  adopt  any  of  these  courses  or  others  resembling 
them.  On  the  agenda  was  a  recommendation  that  the 
retention  fee  for  the  year  1933  be  ;^3,  and  for  1934 
^3  los.,  except  for  the  two  years  following  registration. 

Disciplinary  Cases 

The  hearing  of  a  charge  of  "  covering  "  an  unregis- 
tered person  resulted  in  the  decision  that  the  name  of 
the  respondent,  Mr.  Walter  Collier,  39  Upper  North 
Street,  London,  E.14,  should  be  removed  from  the 
Register. 

Another  case  was  that  of  Mr.  Wilfred  Henry  Weeks, 
42  Prince  of  Wales  Road.  Norwich,  who  had  been  sum- 
moned following  convictions  for  various  offences  in  con- 
nection with  the  sale  of  liquor  and  with  betting.  It 
was  decided  that  his  name  should  be  erased  from  the 
Register. 

Extension  of  Warning  Notice 

The  following  addition  to  the  Warning  Notice  of 
February  1927  was  adopted,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  General  Medical  Council: — - 

False  Cebtificates  on  Dental  Benefit  Letters 
(ti)  Any  registered  dental  practitioner  who  shall  be  shown 
to  have  signed  or  ffiven  under  his  name  and  authority  any 
<  ertificate  of  completion  of  treatment  in  the  form  set  out 
in  Part  E  of  the  Dental  Letter  contained  in  the  Third 
Schedule  to  the  National  Health  Insurance  (Dental  Benefit) 
Regulations,  1930.  or  any  other  certificate,  notification, 
report,  or  document  of  a  kindred  character,  required  for 
the  purposes  of  the  administration  of  dental  benefit,  which 
is  untrue,  misleading  or  improper,  is  liable,  on  proof  of 
the  facts,  to  have  his  name  erased  from  the  Deaitists 
Register. 

(b)  Any  registered  dental  practitioner  who  shall  be  6ho\yn 
to  have  induced  or  knowingly  permitted  any  patient  of  his, 
being  a  member  of  an  approved  society,  to  sign  the  form 
of  certificate  set  out  at  the  end  of  the  said  Dental  Letter 
before  the  treatment  (including  the  delivery  of  dentures)  js 
completed  is  also  liable,  on  proof  of  the  facts,  to  have  his 
name  erased  from  the  Dentists  Register. 


Record  of  matters  concerning  Chemists'  interests  in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Local  Reports 

Blackburn. — At  a  meeting  of  Blackburn  Insurance 
Committee  on  November  9  it  was  reported  that  six  test 
prescriptions  had  been  taken  during  the  month,  and 
the  analyst's  report  showed  that  all  were  accurately 
dispensed.  Mr.  E.  Hindis  said  dispensing  had  now 
reached  a  very  high  level,  and  inaccuracies  were  rare. 
It  was  reported  that  St.  Helens  Insurance  Committee 
had  requested  Blackburn's  support  in  the  view  that  the 
proposed  revocation  of  Clause  4  (4)  of  the  chemist's 
terms  of  service  was  a  retrograde  step.  Mr.  W.  H. 
Lightbown,  chemist  and  druggist,  supporting  the  resolu- 
tion, said  the  matter  had  received  the  careful  considera- 
tion of  pharmacists  throughout  the  country.  He  was 
definitely  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  retrograde 
step  to  allow  any  chemist  to  give  a  gift  or  ..eward  as 
an  inducement.  Aid.  Heyes  said  he  saw  no  reason  for 
maintaining  the  clause.  The  existing  regulations  were 
likely  to  hamper  and  restrict  competitive  trading.  The 
offer  of  a  g'ift  or  reward  as  an  inducement  to  business 
was  no  new  feature,  and  he  could  not  see  what  adverse 
effect  it  could  have  upon  the  dispensing  service.  If 
large  multiple  firms  of  dispensing  chemists,  or  a  co-opera- 
tive society  with  a  dispensing  estabLshment,  offered  a 
reward  or  dividend  to  insured  persons  in  return  for  their 
prescriptions,  what  derogatory  effect,  he  asked,  could  it 
have  upon  the  service?  The  resolution,  he  said, 
savoured  of  an  attempt  to  limit  the  trading  activities 
of  co-operative  societies  and  kindred  organisations,  and 
to  place  them  in  a  detrimental  position  compared  with 
that  of  the  private  trader.  It  was  a  surprise  to  him, 
having  defended  co-operative  principles  for  ihirty  years, 
to  hear  from  private  enterprise  that  co-operative  divi- 
dends were  placed  in  the  same  category  as  tips  and 
bribes.  Mr.  T.  Duckworth  thought  gifts  or  rewards  in 
return  for  insurance  prescriptions  did  not  directly  con- 
cern co-operative  societies.  An  insured  person  would 
not  take  his  prescriptions  to  be  dispensed  at  a  co-opera- 
tive pharmacy  in  preference  to  a  private  chemist  solely 
on  the  ground  that  he  would  benefit  by  way  of  dividends 
on  profits.  Dr.  F.  J.  Greeves  said  the  letter  merely 
reiterated  the  desirability  of  opposing  any  attempt  to 
interfere  with  the  terms  of  service  of  insurance  chemists. 
Co-operative  societies  and  multiple  firms  had  equal  oppor- 
tunities with  the  private  trader  of  dispensing  insurance 
prescriptions.  He  recommended  the  Committee  to  sup- 
port St.  Helens  Committee  on  the  ground  ihat  the  ex- 
penditure of  public  funds  should  be  protected  against 
any  probable  form  of  abuse.  iVIr.  W.  Hayhurst,  second- 
ing, said  the  present  system  had  worked  satisfactorily. 
The  motion  to  support  St.  Helens  Committee  was  carried 
by  12  votes  to  5. 

Middlesex. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Middlesex  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee,  held  on  November  16,  it  was 
decided,  in  connection  with  the  revision  of  the  National 
Formulary,  to  assilst  as  far  as  possible  in  bringing  up 
to  date  the  list  of  proprietary  articles  and  drugs  of 
reputed  analogous  therapeutic  effect.  It  \vas  intimated 
that  the  allowance  for  hire  of  oxygen  fittings  was  to  be 
mcreased.  Changes  in  the  list  of  panel  chemists  were 
considered  and  found  to  be  in  order.  Attention  was 
directed  to  a  case  in  which  a  chemist  had  sent  a  pre- 
scription for  a  preparation  to  a  wholesale  house  to  be 
dispensed,  thus  causing  delay  in  supply  to  the  patient 
and  loss  to  the  chemist  himself,  since  he  was  only 
allowed  the  tariff  price  for  the  preparation,  whereas  the 
cost  to  him  was  greatly  in  excess  of  that  price.  In  a 
further  case,  where  proprietary  tablets  had  been  ordered 
in  an  insurance  prescription  by  code  letters  and  figures 
only,  without  the  makers'  name,  it  was  decided  that 
this  could  not  be  regarded  as  a  proper  prescription, 
since  it  could  obviously  not  be  dispensed  by  chemists 
who  were  not  conversant  with  the  meaning  of  the  code 
mark. 
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Pitfalls  of  Publicity 


THE  recent  meeting  called  by  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union,  reported  in  The  Chemist 
AND  Druggist  of  November  12  (p.  576),  must 
surely  provide  material  for  discussion,  not  only  from 
the  point  of  view  of  pharmaceutical  policy,  but  also 
from  the  advertising  standpoint. 

A  careful  study  of  the  topics  discussed  at  that  meeting 
leads  to  the  significant  conclusion  that  what  seems  to 
be  basically  requisite  is  not  merely  a  publicity  scheme 
to  make  the  public  pharmacist-"  minded,"  but  also 
some  scheme  to  overcome  pharmaceutical  inertia,  to 
make  the  individual  pharmacist  (or  those  who  arc  to 
be  included  in  the  N.P.U.  scheme)  i^ublicity-"  minded." 
As  the  secretary  of  the  N.P.U.  pointed  out  in  his 
address,  it  was  necessary  to  convince  members  that  they 
needed  national  advertising.  This  statement  seems  to 
imply  that  much  spade  work  would  be  imperative  before 
an  organised  national  publicity  scheme  for  pharmacy 
could  be  practicably  conducted.  Do  the  pharmacists 
concerned  want  the  scheme?  Apparently  they  do — this 
may  be  inferred  from  the  questionnaire;  but  the  esti- 
mated forthcoming  financial  support  would  probably  not 
tempt  an  honest-minded  advertising  agent  to  launch  the 
scheme.  Rather  would  he  advocate  a  preliminary  cam- 
paign among  pharmacists  to  educate  tliem  as  to  the 
value  of  organised  publicity. 

Manufacturers'  Advertising  Costs 

Estimated  appropriations  for  proprietary-medicine 
advertising  have  recently  been  published  for  the  months 
of  July,  August  and  September.  National  Press  adver- 
tising for  fourteen  proprietary  medicines  during  the 
quarter  has  been  computed  to  cost  ;^i86,826,  the  largest 
advertiser  during  this  period  spending  £43,719.  The 
distribution  of  the  computed  total  appropriation  was :  — 
National  Press,  54.88  per  cent.;  provincial  papers,  36.80 
per  cent.;  and  magazines,  8.32  per  cent.  The  amount 
expended  per  month  was  fairly  constant,  being  for  the 
three  months  £b2,(io6,  ;£6o,i3i  and  ;^64,o89  respectively. 
Assuming  that  50  per  cent,  of  the  sales  of  these  medi- 
cines to  the  public  are  made  tlirough  the  pharmacist, 
it  is  obvious  that  during  the  quarter  under  review  some 
;^90,ooo  might  be  assigned  to  merchandising  througli 
chemists.  This  was  for  advertising  in  the  national  morn- 
ing, evening  and  Sunday  papers,  provincial  morning 
and  evening  papers,  provincial  and  suburban  weeklies 
and  periodicals,  and  does  not  include  signs,  posters, 
showcards,  booklets,  pamphlets  and  other  aids. 

An  Advertising  Bil!  for  Pharmacy 

Consideration  of  these  sums  places  the  estimate  for  a 
national  publicity  and  advertising  campaign  for  phar- 
macy at  from  ;)^50,ooo  to  ;/|'ioo,ooo  per  annum,  and  this 
would  have  to  be  expended  for  from  two  to  three  years. 
Maintaining  the  results  accruing  from  this  expenditure 
would  probably  amount  to  something  like  ^20,000  per 
annum.  If  proprietary-medicine  manufacturers  spend, 
in  a  quarter,  nearly  ^200,000  to  merchandise  some  four- 
teen items,  what  must  chemists  pay  to  help  themselves 
effectively  by  advertising?  The  question  of  successful 
advertising  and  publicity  (a  distinction  between  the  two 
should  be  made)  in  its  financial  aspect  turns  not  on 
"  What  can  we  run  a  campaign  for?  "  but  on  "  How 
much  are  we  prepared  to  spend?  "  The  estimate  of 
;^20,ooo  seems  too  low  to  be  effective  in  breaking  into 
new  ground.  The  fact  that  chemists  favour  local  adver- 
tising and  publicity,  as  stated  in  the  report  of  the  meet- 
ing, seems  to  indicate  that  they  do  not  understand  what 
is  the  precise  object  of  the  campaign.  A  publicity 
scheme  for  pharmacy  should  follow  the  policy  of  the 
Empire  Marketing  Board.  At  the  outset  the  object  of 
their  advertising  was  to  make  the  people  Empire- 
"  minded."  This  has  been  done  successfully,  and  the 
marketing  and  merchandising  of  Empire  produce  has 
had  a  way  paved  for  it.  The  propaganda  for  Empire 
produce  will  in  the  future  render  easy  the  merchandising 
of  the  products  of  individual  producers  in  the  Empire. 
To  pave  a  way  for  the  selling  of  the  services  of  the 


individual  pharmacist,  it  surely  is  necessary  for  an 
effective  campaign  to  be  conducted,  first  of  all,  on 
broad  lines.  One  might  ask  in  what  way  the  N.P.U. 
scheme  is  to  make  the  public  responsive  to  an  individual 
qualification.  Once  the  public  was  M.P.S.-"  minded," 
but  they  were  not  educated  to  it,  and  this  "  minded- 
ness  "  has  to  £i  large  extent  disappeared,  because  no 
attempt  was  made  to  maintain  public  interest  in  the 
service  available  or  the  professional  standard  of  the 
pharmacist.  One  member  considered  that  windows  and 
posters  were  good  advertising  media,  and  that  a  regular 
series  of  posters  would  be  useful.  Serial  advertising  iu 
any  medium  undoubtedly  is  useful;  but,  before  any 
plan  can  be  mapped  out,  before  any  effective  selection 
of  media  can  be  made,  the  question  to  be  answered  is : 
"  What  is  the  precise  aim  of  this  advertising?  "  and 
then,  "  \Vhat  are  we  prepared  to  spend  to  attain  this 
objective?  "    The  aim  must  be  definite  and  clear-cut. 

Further  Definition  Needed 

What  seems  to  be,  the  flaw  in  the  scheme  is  that  the 
object  of  advertising  has  not  been  concisely  set  out. 
The  supply  of  advertising  literature  and  publicity  matter 
for  such  a  thing  as  a  shopping  week  would  amount  to 
wasteful  advertising  in  the  early  stages  of  the  campaign 
if  this  was  to  be  supplied  out  of  the  contributions  of 
members  participating  in  the  scheme.  The  average 
chemist's  ideas  are  too  parochial,  and  it  appears  to  be 
of  immediate  necessity  that  he  should  be  schooled  iu 
what  publicity  for  pharmacy  means.  The  N.P.U. 
should  define  their  terms,  "advertising"  and  "pub- 
licity," and  then  outline  a  clear-cut  plan  to  utilise  all 
that  these  terms  mean  to  drum  into  the  public  that  a 
chemist  is  a  chemist.  Only  by  making  each  individual 
chemist  aware  what  the  campaign  means  and  how  it  is 
to  be  conducted  can  every  chemist  be  enlisted  as  a 
mouthpiece  for  the  craft  of  which  he  is  a  member. 
Every  commercial  representative  of  a  modern  firm  re- 
ceives from  the  sales  manager  a  "  sales  talk  "  on  the 
firm's  products,  and  this  he  commits  to  memory  for  use 
on  the  road.  The  help  of  every  chemist  should  be 
enlisted  for  oral  propaganda  work;  and  until  the  chemist 
realises  the  necessity  for  such  a  campaign,  his  personal 
help  will  not  be  secured,  nor  will  his  financial  assistance 
be  forthcoming  readilj',  nor  can  it  be  spent  with  full 
efficiency.  Until  a  preliminary  campaign  among 
chemists  themselves  is  initiated,  in  order  to  make  them 
conscious  of  being  qualified  men  with  a  service  to  oft'er 
and  of  being  representatives  of  a  service  sales  organisa- 
tion which  will  bring  their  qualifications  to  a  greater 
public,  it  will  probably  be  wasted  effort  to  embark  on 
an  ambitious  national  campaign.  The  greater  difficulty 
of  this  scheme  will  not  be  the  apathy  of  the  public,  but 
the  indifference  of  the  profession. — Admax,  Ph.C. 
(21/11). 


Paracelsus  and  hydrogen-. — In  a  recent  letter  to  the 
(U.S.A.)  "  Journal  of  Chemical  Education  "  (Vol.  9, 
No.  6),  Dr.  Leonard  Dobbin  disposes  of  the  legend  that 
Paracelsus  placed  on  record  the  evolution  of  hydrogen 
during  the  interaction  of  sulphuric  acid  with  iron  or 
some  other  metal.  Dr.  Dobbin  has  obtained  from  the 
Bodleian  Library  a  photographic  copy  of  the  relevant 
page  in  the  1589  edition  of  Paracelsus'  works. 

Very  calm. — A  pharmacist  m  a  Lancashire  town 
received  a  visit  from  a  woman  customer  carrying  an 
illustrated  advertisement  of  a  box  camera.  She  wanted 
to  know  if  the  front  part  only  was  the  camera,  or 
whether  it  was  a  "  box  "  with  the  "  camera  "  inside. 
Scenting  a  sale  the  chemist  produced  a  box  camera, 
and  explained  its  mechanism.  When  he  had  finished, 
the  lady  commented:  "  I  only  wanted  to  know  whether 
the  picture  represents  '  B  '  for  '  box  '  or  '  C  '  for 
*  camera.'  "  It  appeared  that  she  was  wondering 
whether  to  put  "  balm  "  or  "  calm  "  in  a  word  com- 
petition. The  word  she  wanted  had  to  mean  "  sooth- 
ing." The  chemist  was  not  exactly  soothed  by  the 
experience.

It  was  proposed,  seconded  and  resolved  that  on  and  after 
January_  1,  1934.  the  Matriculation  examination  of  Queen's 
Uaiivereity,  Belfast,  or  any  examination  accepted  by  that 
University  as  equivalent  to  their  Matricidation  examina- 
tion and  the  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary  examination  of 
Queen's  University,  Belfast,  be  the  only  examinations  recog- 
nised by  the  Council  for  the  certificate  of  apprentice  to  a 
l>harmaceutical  chemist,  and  that  Paragraph  4  of  Regula- 
tion No.  63  be  deleted. 

It  was  resolved  that  book  prizes  be  awarded  to  students 
showing  merit  in  pharmacy  and  practical  pharmacy  who 
pass  the  Final  examination  as  a  whole  but  do  not  obtain 
medal  marks,  the  percentage  of  marks  required  for  this 
l;rize  to  be  fixed  by  the  examiners  in  pharmacy. 

It  was  suggested  that  in  future  apprentices  should  be 
indentured,  and  that  the  formis  of  indenture  should  be  on 
similar  lines  to  those  used  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain. 

Mr.  Storey  said  the  main  objection  to  the  adoption 
of  the  Matriculation  examination  as  their  entrance 
examination  was  from  the  country  members  of  the 
Council,  who  stated  that  they  would  not  be  able  to 
get  apprentices  with  the  examination.  He  drew  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  more  than  half  the  iifty-six 
students  mentioned  were  from  the  country.  They 
would  have  to  deal  with  the  question  of  apprentices, 
but  without  the  assistance  of  the  employers  they  could 
do  little  in  the  way  of  reducing  the  number  of  appren- 
tices coming  into  the  business.  He  believed  the  in- 
denturing of  apprentices  and  confined  examinations  as 
suggested  by  the  Committee  should  be  given  a  trial. 

The  President  said  the  numbers  were  increasing 
eveiy  year,  and  the  trade  was  wondering  what  they 
were  going  to  do  with  all  their  apprentices. 

Dr.  Acheson  asked  if  the  fifty-six  were  likely  to  get 
jobs  as  apprentices. 

The  Acting  Secretary  said  they  had  all  got  posi- 
tions, as  far  as  she  knew. 

Mr.  Storey  remarked  that  the  fifty-si.x  had  since 
increased  to  sixty-three. 

Mr.  Culbert  said  cutting  off  one  examination  would 
mean  that  the  candidate  would  go  for  the  other 
examination . 

Mr.  Storey  said  the  feeling  in  the  trade  was  that 
there  were  too  many  apprentices. 

Dr.  Acheson  said  it  was  a  moot  point  whether  they 
should  make  their  entrance  examination  stiffer  than 
that  of  the  General  Medical  Council. 
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Mr.  Storey  said  they  were  doing  that  already. 
Mr.  Gibson  said  the  Junior  Grade  standard  was  not 
nigh  enough. 

Mr.  Todd  said  the  boys  in  the  country  were  as  well 
educated  as  those  in  Belfast,  and  there  would  be  no 
difficulty  getting  apprentices  in  the  country.  In  the 
end  it  would  make  no  difference  whether  they  altered 
the  examination  or  not.  It  would  be  better  to  raise 
the  standard  now. 

Mr.  Connor  asked  what  they  had  to  offer  if  they 
raised  the  standard.  If  they  raised  the  standard  too 
high  they  would  have  another  grade  gradually  formed 
called  herbalists,   or  something  else. 

Mr.  Badger  said  a  reasonable  time  should  be  given. 

Mr.  Todd  said  it  was  1934  that  was  suggested. 

The  report  was  adopted,  subject  to  a  satisfactory  form 
of  indenture  being  presented  by  the  Law  Committee. 

The  President  said  they  were  all  of  opinion  there 
should  be  indentures,  but  the  question  of  their  form 
was  another  matter. 

Mr.  Connor  dissented  from  the  principle  of  indentures 
being  accepted  before  they  had  the  form  before  them. 

Professor  Small  moved,  and  Mr.  Culbert 
seconded,  that  the  Law  Committee  be  instructed  to 
draw  up  a  form  of  indenture  on  lines  similar  to  those 
of  Great  Britain. 

Dr.  Acheson  objected  to  limiting  the  matter  to 
Great  Britain,  and  it  was  eventually  agreed  that  the 
Committee  be  at  liberty  to  consider  forms  in  use  else- 
where. 

The  Education  Committee  further  reported  that  at  a 
recent  meeting-  it  was  agreed  that  the  certificate  of  appren- 
tice to  a  pharmareutical  chemist  be  granted  to  the  follow-

characters  given  for  those  retained  in  the  B.P.,  1932." 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Todd,  this  report  was  adopted. 

The  Official  Organ 

The  General  Purposes  Committee  report  stated  that  a 
letter  which  had  been  referred  to  the  Committee  from  the 
Council  j'coarding  the  official  journal  of  the  Society  was 
considered,  and  it  was  resolved  that  The  Chemist  and 
Dbijggist  should  be  adopted  as  the  official  journal  of  the 
Society. 

Mr.  Connor  moved,  and  Mr.  Gibson  seconded,  the 
adoption  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Acheson  said  it  would  be  well  to  start  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  on  January  i,  1933. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Proposed  Headquarters 

A  long  discussion  took  place  on  a  report  from  the 
House  Purchase  Committee  regarding  the  acquisition 


of  a  headquarters  for  the  Society.  It  appeared  that 
the  Y.W.C.A.  premises  in  Donegall  Square  East  were 
still  on  the  market,  but  the  amount  asked  was  beyond 
what  the  Committee  was  prepared  to  recommend. 
The  matter  was  eventually  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  December  Examinations 

The  following  were  appointed  to  attend  the  examina- 
tions in  December :  — First  day,  Mr.  Storey  and  Mr. 
Gibson;  second  day.  Sir  Thomas  McMullan  and  Mr. 
Martin;  third  day,  Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Forrest;  fourth 
day,  Dr.  Acheson  and  Mr.  Todd. 

'  Annual  Fees 

Mr.  Culbert  moved:  "That  the  Regulation  regard- 
ing payment  of  an  annual  membership  fee  be  rescinded, 
and  that  payment  of  licence  fee  will  include  member- 
ship and   associateship   respectively   in  future." 

The  President  :  I  am  afraid  this  is  out  of  order. 
I  have  looked  into  the  matter  carefully,  and  consider 
that  we  cannot  interfere  with  the  annual  licensing  fee. 
This  fee  is  paid  direct  to  the  registrar.  Ministry  of 
Home  Affairs,  who  issues  a  licence  for  a  specific 
purpose.  The  question  of  a  reduction  in  the  annual 
subscription  wh.lch  is  paid  direct  to  our  treasurer  is  a 
different  matter. 

Mr.  Storey:  Would  it  not  be  better  to  wait  until 
Mr.  Moore  brought  in  his  fully  considered  proposal, 
as  this  was  his  idea  and  one  of  the  main  planks  in 
his  election  address? 

There  was  no  seconder  to  the  motion.

Law  Committee 

The  Law  Committee  report  stated  that  at  its  meet- 
ing on  November  4  Mr.  Culbert  was  in  attendance 
and  the  following  four  questions  raised  by  him  were 
considered :  — • 

(1)  Is  the  Council  responsible  for  making  Section  18  (3) 
effective  ? 

(2)  Has  the  Council  any  locus  statidl  in  regard  to  making 
effective  the  restrictions  in  the  sale  of  poisons  implied  in 
the  Schedules  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  Section  3  (1)  K  ? 

(3)  Is  there  any  reason  why  the  Council  should  not 
appoint  an  inspector  (under  Section  3  (1)  (6)  and  3  (1)  (I)) 
for  the  protection  of  the  public  in  connection  with  the  above 
matters? 

(4)  Has  the  Council  considered  the  powers  granted  under 
Section  22  (2),  and  is  it  prepared  to  move  in  the  matter? 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Society's  solicitors;  and 
in  view  of  the  opinion  expressed  by  the  solicitors 
it  was  resolved  that  the  Council  could  take  no  action 
in  connection  with  queries  Nos.  i,  2  and  3,  and  regard- 
ing query  No.  4  it  has  already  been  decided  by  the 
Education  Committee  that  in  future  apprentices  should 
be  indentured. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade 
Association  should  take  samples  of  medicinal  prepara- 
tions sold  by  grocers  and  such  like  traders,  and,  if 
found  not  up  to  standard,  report  to  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Inspector.  A  letter,  under  date  October  11, 
1932,  from  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association 
(C.  &  D..  October  29,  p.  520),  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee by  the  Council  was  considered.  It  was  resolved 
that  a  joint  deputation  from  the  Law  Committee  (con- 
sisting of  the  president  and  Mr.  Storey)  and  two 
members  of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association 
should  interview  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs. 
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Publicity  Scheme  For  Pharmacy 


At  Blackburn,  on  November  15,  a  representative 
meeting  of  chemists  from  Blackburn,  Eterwen,  Accring- 
ton  and  Preston  was  held  in  order  to  discuss  the 
formation  of  a  National  Pharmaceutical  Publicity 
Association. 

Mr.  Arthur  Dobson  (president  of  the  Blackburn 
and  District  Chemists'  Association)  introduced  Mr. 
Thomas  Hardy  (Maryport),  a  member  of  the  Executive 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  and  Mr.  G.  A. 
Mallinson,  secretary  of  the  Union. 

The  Principal  Speeches 

Mr.  Hardy  referred  to  the  advertising  schemes  of 
the  large  company  concerns,  and  said  there  was  a 
general  inquiry  on  the  part  of  chemists  as  to  the  steps 
it  was  proposed  to  take  to  give  the  craft  the  advan- 
tage of  the  qualification  which  pharmacists  possessed. 
The  Executive  of  the  Union  had  drafted  a  publicity 
scheme  in  skeleton  form.  If  the  scheme  was  to  be  a 
success  it  must  have  the  majority  of  members  behind  it. 

Mr.  Mallinson  said  the  question  of  national  adver- 
tising was  a  very  big  one.  The  necessity  for  it  would 
be  generally  recognised.  He  did  not  put  forth  the 
efforts  of  the  company  concerns  as  the  great  reason 
why  they  should  move  in  the  matter  as  a  profession, 
for  if  this  were  the  only  consideration,  he  would  say 
at  once  that  they  ought  not  to  enter  into  competition 
\yith  these  concerns  on  advertising  lines.  National 
advertismg  was  necessary  because  of  the  fact  that  the 
public  were  becoming  less  conscious  of  the  qualification 
of  the  pharmacist  as  a  purveyor  of  medicines.  All 
around  them  they  had  people  who  were  selhng  their 
commodities,  hence  the  necessity  for  action.  When 
trade  was  bad  there  was  a  tendency  for  traders  to  enter 
lipon  side-lines  to  improve  their  turnover;  and  he  was 
afraid  the  public  were  losing  to  a  certain  extent  the 
distinction  between  the  qualified  pharmacist  and  other 
sellers  of  pharmaceutical  products.  One  of  the  most 
urgent  things  in  pharmacy  was  to  drive  home  to  the 
public  that  there  was  a  big  distinction  between  the 
pharmacist  and  other  vendors  of  pharmaceutical  com- 
modities, and  that  the  qualification  they  possessed  was 
exceedingly  useful  in  the  sale  of  drugs  for  human 
use.  After  all,  their  qualification  was  their  protection, 
and  it  had  had  a  very  definite  value  in  the  eyes  of  the 
public.  He  was  afraid  the  public  were  losing  con- 
sciousness of  that  qualification.  Secondly,  the  purpose 
of  the  scheme  was  to  counter,  to  a  certam  extent,  the 
wide  publicity  being  indulged  in  by  multiple  firms, 
and  this  could  be  done  without  entering  upon  any 
ruinous  competition  in  advertising.  This  necessity  for 
publicity  was  not  peculiar  to  this  country?.  They 
found  that  in  countries  where  the  chemist  was  closely 
protected  they  were  having  to  indulge  in  national 
advertising  with  a  view  to  stimulating  business.  In 
this  country  they  were  out  to  protect  what  they  had. 

With  regard  to  the  N.P.U.,  it  should  be  recognised 
that  if  they  spent  the  whole  of  their  total  income  on 
national  advertising,  it  would  not  be  sufficient  to  serve 
their  purpose.  There  was  only  one  alternative,  to  pro- 
vide the  required  income  in  some  other  way.  This 
had  prompted  the  suggestion  that  a  National  Publicity 
yVssociation  should  be  formed  for  this  specific  purpose. 
This  would  safeguard  their  existing  organisation  in 
every  way.  If  they  used  their  present  funds,  they 
would  be  converting  them  to  a  purpose  for  which  they 
were  not  subscribed,  and  to  which  a  considerable 
number  of  members  might  not  agree.  At  the  outset 
they  must  recognise  that  they  could  not  convince  aU 
their  8,000  members  that  national  advertising  was 
desirable  or  necessary.  If  they  formed  a  special  fund, 
they  could  go  full  speed  ahead  without  any  difficulty. 
As  far  as  possible,  they  must  aim  at  according  benefit 
to  those  who  supported  the  publicity  movement  in  a 
way  which  would  not  wholly  apply  to  those  who  did 


not  subscribe.  Of  course,  if  the  movement  was  a 
success-,  then  all  legitimately  engaged  in  pharmacy 
could  not  fail  to  benefit  eventually.  The  basis  of 
membership  would  have  to  be  an  agreed  subscription 
in  respect  of  each  shop  rather  than  each  member. 
The  general  feeling  was  that  they  should  be  able  to 
raise  £^  5s.  per  shop  per  annum  for  three  years,  and 
they  ought  to  secure  over  half  their  existing  member- 
ship as  active  supporters.  If  necessary,  arrangements 
could  be  made  for  the  money  to  be  subscribed  monthly 
or  quarterly.  It  was  intended  that  the  new  associa- 
tion should  be  run  as  economically  as  possible,  and 
every  expense  would  be  spared  unless  it  was  unavoid- 
able. There  would  be  newspaper  publicity,  editorial 
publicity  and  various  other  methods,  advocated  and 
organised  with  the  aid  of  experts. 

In  answer  to  their  recent  questionnaire,  there  were 
only  about  2,000  chemists  who  took  the  trouble  to  fill 
in  the  document.  However,  they  learned  that  1,690 
chemists  in  the  country  spent  sometliing  like  ;^32.ooo 
per  annum  on  advertising.  If  they  made  a  computa- 
tion for  the  Union's  full  membership  on  this  basis, 
they  would  find  the  chemists  of  the  country  were 
spending  something  like  ;^i50,ooo  per  annum  on 
various  forms  of  advertising.  This  averaged  ;^2i  per 
chemist  per  year.  He  suggested  that  if  each  chemist 
carefully  pruned  his  bill  and  provided  a  small  sum 
for  his  trade  scheme,  none  would  miss  his  expenditure 
and  none  would  lose  anything  in  efficiency.  He 
wished  to  say  that  the  Union  were  prepared  to  go  for- 
ward with  the  scheme  if  they  got  encouragement.  Pro- 
vision had  been  made  in  the  draft  scheme  for  co- 
operating with  the  manufacturers  and  wholesalers. 
The  wholesale  drug  trade  had  a  scheme  of  their  own 
in  which  they  suggested  co-operation  with  the  retailers. 
If  50  per  cent,  of  their  members  supported  this  pub- 
licity movement,  he  believed  they  could  go  ahead  and 
make  a  success  of  the  movement.  Let  them  not  get 
away  from  the  fundamental  idea ,  that  pharmacy  did 
need  some  assistance  of  this  sort  if  it  was  not  to  slip 
back  to  the  position  of  pharmacy  in  the  United  States. 
"If  we  are  to  keep  our  business  together,  we  shall 
have  to  do  something,"  added  Mr.  Mallinson,  "  and 
if  this  scheme  is  not  started  now,  we  shall  have  to 
take  steps — it  will  be  absolutely  necessary- — in  a  few 
years'  time,  and  you  will  then  be  less  able  to  under- 
take it."  'They  wanted  to  get  to  work  at  once,  so  as 
to  be  able  to  open  the  scheme  next  winter.  A  mini- 
mum of  ;^io,ooo  was  necessary  for  anything  like  a 
satisfactory  campaign,  but  they  were  hoping  to  get 
double  that  sum.  Even  with  ;^io,ooo  they  could  make 
a  show  which  would  not  disgrace  pharmacy. 

Discussion  and  Resolution 

Mr.J  EccLES  referred  to  ■  various  advertisements 
relating  io  proprietary  preparations,  with  the  addition 
"  Obtainable  from  any  good  chemist."  If  they  did 
not  stock  that  preparation — and  they  could  not  stock 
everything — it  tended  to  create  a  bad  impression. 

Mr.;  Mallinson,  replying  to  a  further  inquiry,  said 
letters  of  regret  had  been  received  from  members  that 
pharmacy  week  had  been  dropped.  There  was  no 
reason  why  some  .  window  scheme  should  not  be 
co-ordinated  with  the  new  publicity  movement.  It 
would  also  be  desirable  to  approach  the  Wholesale 
Drug  Trade  Association  to  arrange  combined  action. 
'  When  a  member  asked  whether  all  chemists  in  N.-E. 
Lancashire  were  members  of  the  N.P.U.,  Mr.  Mallin- 
son said  he  would  be  amazed  if  there  were  many 
chemists  not  identified  with  that  body. 

Mr.  IsHERWOOD  thought  the  new  association  should 
consult  local  areas  as  to  the  most  appropriate  news- 
papers in  which  to  advertise.  Personally,  he  thought 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  provincial  Press 
and  not  only  to  the  purely  national  papers.  There 
should  be  a  happy  combination  between  the  two. 
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Mr.  Mallinson  gave  the  assurance  tliat  the  local 
societies  would  be  consulted,  and  effect  would  be  given 
to  the  suggestions  made,  if  possible. 

Mr.  Law  (secretary)  said  it  would  be  helpful  if  the 
conference  could  be  made  aware  of  any  other  cases 
where  national  advertising  on  these  lines  had  suc- 
ceeded. Of  course,  there  was  hardly  any  parallel 
between  the  "  eat  more  fruit  "  and  medicine,  because 
they  could  hardly  ask  people  to  drink  more  medicine. 
(Laughter.)  Moreover,  he  did  not  like  the  charitable 
tinge  to  which  Mr.  Mallinson  had  referred.  This  was 
not  a  benevolent  movement,  but  an  effort  to  conserve 
that  which  was  clearly  their  own. 

Mr.  Mallinson  said  he  was  not  aware  of  many  other 
schemes  except  those  to  which  Mr.  Law  had  referred — 


fruit,  etc.  Nevertheless,  he  was  sufficiently  optimistic 
to  believe  this  scheme  would  succeed  if  it  had  the  sup- 
port of  the  rank  and  file. 

When  Mr.  Holt  said  the  chemist  had  lost  a  great 
amount  of  business  through  tlie  operation  of  welfare 
centres,  Mr.  Mallinson  referred  to  the  scheme  in  Esse.-i 
of  giving  the  pharmacist  this  business.  This  might 
easily  spread  to  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Taylor  (Accrington)  said  tliat  in  Aberdeen  he 
saw  the  gilded  pestle  and  mortar  as  a  pharmacy  sign, 
and  he  thought  they  might  adopt  a  similar  sign  in 
connection  with  this  movement. 

A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  giving  the 
scheme  every  possible  support,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
A.  DoBsoN,  seconded  by  Mr.  Williamson  (Preston). 


An  Ampoule-Filling  Apparatus 

By  W.  A.  N.  Markwell,  F.C.S. 


WHEN  filling  ampoules  with  oily  or  v'scous  solu- 
tions, pressure  is  necessary,  and  the  most 
readily  available  and  convenient  ireans  for 
pressure  filling  is  by  the  use  of  a  hypodermic  ryringe. 
This  possesses  several  disadvantages.  Filling  is 
tedious,  and  it  is  difficult  to  avoid  touching  the  inside 
of  the  stem  of  the  ampoule  when  withdrawing  ihe 
needle.  In  cases  where  the  solution  contains  a  sub- 
stance the  molecules  of  which  are  rich  in  carbon,  a 
Uttle  of  the  solution  left  in  the  stem  of  the  ampoule 


causes  a  char  to  form  when  tlie  ampoule  is  subse- 
quently sealed  in  the  flame.  This  renders  the  ampoule 
unfit  for  use.  The  following  is  a  description  of  a 
simple  and  inexpensive  apparatus  by  the  use  of  which 
these  difficulties  may  be  overcome.  It  also  possesses 
the  advantages  that  the  solution  is  preserved  in  an 
enclosed  system  and  sterility  is  maintained  during  the 
filling  operation.  The  process  is  quick  and  economical. 
A  2o-milliIitre  burette  furnished  with  a  side  tube  is 
held  rigidly  in  the  position  shown  in  the  diagram,  by 
means  of  two  steel  spring  clamps.    The    tip    of  the 


burette  is  ground  to  fit  into  the  mounting  of  an  "  ex- 
ploring "  needle  19  S.W.G.  and  63  mm.  long.  The 
top  of  the  burette  is  closed  by  means  of  a  rubber 
stopper  through  which  passes  the  end  of  a  calcium 
chloride  tube  which  is  filled  with  sterile  cotton-wool. 
This  tube  is  in  turn  connected  with  the  hand-bellows 
so  that  pressure  may  be  applied  to  the  solution  in  the 
burette.  The  pressure  may  be  released  by  opening 
the  spring  clip  at  Ci.  On  the  rod  of  the  retort  stand 
near  the  base  is  arranged  the  sliding  collar  A  connected 
to  the  base  by  the  spring  B.  Attached  to  the  cellar 
are  two  arms,  the  upper  one  terminating  in  a  small 
Terry  clip  and  the  lower,  a  small  table  furnished  with 
a  depressed  centre  into  which  the  base  of  the  ampoule 
fits.  The  arms  pass  between  the  two  upright  guides  G. 
The  ampoule  may  thus  be  moved  up  and  down  in  a 
vertical  position  The  burette  is  arranged  by  alter- 
ing the  adjustable  spring  clamps  so  that  +he  needle 
passes  down  into  the  ampoule  in  a  central  position. 
Once  this  position  is  set  tL(re  is  no  need  to  alter  it 
until  all  the  batch  has  been  filled  (assuming,  of  course, 
that  ampoules  of  uniform  size  are  used).  By  gripping 
the  small  table  with  the  finger  and  thumb  and  press- 
ing it  downwards  the  filled  ampoule  can  be  lowered 
clear  of  the  needle  without  coming  into  contact  with  it, 
then  by  a  slight  pull  forward  the  ampoule  is  detached 
from  the  clip.  While  in  the  lower  position  a  fresh 
ampoule  is  placed  in  the  clip,  and  upon  releasing  the 
table  the  spring  carries  the  ampoule  up  to  the  filling 
position. 

Before  use-  the  flask  D  is  filled  with  the  filtered 
solution,  the  rubber  stopper  carrying  the  syphon  tube 
and  a  calcium  chloride  tube  filled  with  cotton-'.vool 
is  inserted.  A  cap  of  tin-foil  is  placed  over  the  end  of 
the  calcium  chloride  tube  to  prevent  the  wool 
becoming  saturated  with  moisture  when  the  apparatus 
is  autoclaved.  The  flask  and  contents,  the  attached 
burette  and  pressure  tube  are  all  sterilised  together 
without  disconnecting  them.  The  flask  is  next  sup- 
ported at  a  convenient  height  and  the  syphon  started 
by  suction  at  Ci.  When  the  solution  reaches  the  zero 
mark,  the  clips  Ci  and  Cz  are  closed  and  pressure 
applied  by  means  of  the  bellows. 

The  device  can,  if  desired,  be  elaborated  so  as  to 
possess  several  advantages  over  the  simple  form 
described  above.  The  following  is  a  description  of  such 
modificaslons: — The  sliding  collar  A  is  actuated  by  a 
foot-pedal,  thus  leaving  the  operator  with  both  hands 
free  for  inserting  and  withdrawing  the  ampoules.  The 
depression  of  the  pedal  not  only  raises  the  ampoule  to 
the  filling  position,  but  automatically  turns  on  the 
tap  of  the  burette.  This  is  aci-omplished  by  the  action 
of  the  arm  B.  The  details  of  the  mechanism  are  shown 
in  the  drawing.  The  device  has  given  every  satisfac- 
tion in  the  ampoule  department  of  Potter  &  Clarke, 
Ltd.,  and  I  have  to  thank  the  directors  for  permission 
to  publish  this  description.  The  apparatus  uys  rijade 
for  us  by  A.  Gallenkamp  Co.,  Ltd.,  Sun  Street,  Fins- 
bury,  London,  E.C.

G.  A.  Tocher.  The  spur  tables  were  in  charge  of 
Messrs.  R.  E.  Baldry,  C.  Evans,  P.  D.  Goodwin,  H.  N. 
Hodgetts,  D.  T.  Jones  and  G.  Thomas;  and  among 
others  present  were  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  Chalmers, 
Mr.  A.  J.  B.  Cooper,  Mr.  W.  B.  Falding,  Miss  Dennis 
Hayes,  Mr.  Harry  Martin.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Noble, 
Miss  Noble,  Mr.  Philip  Royle,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  T.  Morley 
Taylor,  Mr.  B.  R.  Wilkinson  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  J. 
Williams.  The  speeches  with  which  the  two  toasts 
were  submitted  and  acknowledged  probably  estab- 
lished a  record  for  brevity — so  far,  at  any  rate,  as 
pharmaceutical  dinners  are  concerned.  The  general 
secretary  (Mr.  D.  T.  Jones)  in  proposing  "  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,"  remarked  that 
the  ship  "  Pharmacy  "  was  going  through  a  trying 
time,  but  would,  he  felt  sure,  come  out  safely.  The 
academic  side  had  progressed  quickly  at  Bloomsbury 
Square,  and  this  gave  governments  a  better  oj)inion 
of  pharmacists.

At  the  AVestern  (London)  Pharmacists'  Dinner 
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Association  Meetings 


Birmingham. — A  meeting  of  the  Scientific  Section  of 
the  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  on 
November  15,  Mr.  H.  Berry  in  the  chair.  Mr.  J.  E. 
Bowen,  B.Sc,  A.I.C.,  Ph.C,  gave  an  address  on  Neiv 
Organic  Medicaments  of  the  British  Pharmacopceia. 
Mr.  Bowen  traced  the  development  of  organic  medica- 
ments from  Scheele's  attempts  to  isolate  the  active  prin- 
ciples of  plants  and  the  discovery  of  several  alkaloids 
by  Sertiirner  to  the  modern  work  on  complex  synthetic 
drugs.  Even  now,  he  said,  there  were  several  fields  of 
research  opening  up  important  opportunities  to  the  phar- 
maceutical chemist.  The  isolation  of  a  purgative  prin- 
ciple from  cascara,  rhubarb  and  senna,  as  well  as  the 
isolation  of  the  glucosides  of  squill  and  digitalis  in  a 
pure  state,  were  ever-present  needs.  He  then  dealt 
with  experiments  to  modify  the  chemical  structure  of 
alkaloids  by  the  introduction  or  deletion  of  groupings. 
Many  organic  compounds  used  in  medical  practice,  such 
as  disinfectants,  occurred  as  important  by-products  of 
other  industries.  Mr.  Bowen  explained  that  properties 
other  than  chemical  constitution  affected  the  physio- 
logical action  as  exemplified  by  many  of  the  hypnotics. 
In  contrast  to  this  the  cyclic  ureides  were  cited  as 
e.xamples  of  a  hypnotic  eifect  which  was  related  to 
chemical  constitution.  A  survey  of  the  development  of 
organic  arsenical  compounds  showed  how  the  toxic 
effect  of  arsenic  could  be  reduced  without  its  remedial 
action  being  affected.  Questions  being  invited,  Mr. 
Alcock  suggested  that  the  position  of  the  nitrogen  atom 
might  bear  some  relationship  to  the  physiological  action 
of  alkaloids.  He  inquired,  with  regard  to  the  arsenical 
compounds,  whether  any  evidence  was  forthcoming  with 
reference  to  the  substitution  of  antimony  for  arsenic. 
Mr.  Bowen  said  that  physiological  action  could  not  be 
attributed  to  the  position  of  the  nitrogen  atom  alone, 
since  variation  in  physical  properties,  notably  optical 
rotation,  made  such  appreciable  differences.  Antimony, 
he  said,  did  not  resemble  nitrogen  as  closely  as  did 
arsenic,  although  compounds  containing  bismuth  and 
antimony  had  been  prepared  by  utilising  the  residual 
valencies.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  E.  C. 
Bennison. 

Croydon. — An  address  on  Biochemical  Analysis  and 
the  Pharmacist  was  given  by  Dr.  H.  E.  Archer,  of  the 
Pathological  Department,  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Croydon  and  District  Pharmacists' 
Association  and  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  November  18,  Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman  (chairman  of  the 
Branch)  presiding.  Dr.  Archer  explained  the  scope  of 
biochemical  analysis  (or  chemical  pathology),  and  men- 
tioned that,  except  in  the  hospitals,  comparatively  few 
persons  were  to-day  competent  to  carry  out  the  work, 
and  that  in  this  branch  of  analysis  there  were  few  facili- 
ties for  meeting  the  requirements  of  middle-class 
patients.  He  referred  to  the  proposed  mstitution  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  a  post-graduate  diploma  in 
biochemical  analysis,  and  explained  the  significance  of 
the  syllabus.  There  was  no  doubt,  he  said,  that  the 
pharmacist's  training  was  a  valuable  basic  foundation 
for  this  kind  of  work,  and  that  it  placed  him  in  a  posi- 
tion of  advantage  compared  with  those  possessing  a 
purely  medical  or  analytical  training.  Elaborate  appa- 
ratus and  equipment  would  not  be  required  for  the  more 
ordinary  type  of  biochemical  analysis,  but  courses  of 
training  would  be  essential,  especially  in  regard  to  the 
provision  of  the  material  required  for  examination,  and 
at  least  an  elementary  knowledge  of  anatomy  and  physi- 
ology would  be  an  advantage.  In  Dr.  Archer's  opinion, 
there  was  definite  scope  for  many  pharmacists  to  qualify 
for  and  undertake  this  work:  but  if  and  when  they  had 
so  equipped  themselves,  it  would  be  necessary  that 
proper  steps  should  be  taken  by  the  Society  to  ensure 
that  knowledge  of  their  capabilities  should  be  possessed 
by  the  medical  profession,  who  alone  could  provide  the 
opportunities  for  full  use  being  made  of  the  qualification. 
After  discussion,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  D.  J.  Williams, 


a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Dr.  Archer  for 
his  address. 

Great  Yarmouth. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Great 
Yarmouth  Pharmaceutical  Association,  the  follow 'jig 
officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing  year: — President. 
Mr.  P.  R.  Hill;  Secretary,  Mr.  R.  C.  Hannant  (re-elec- 
tion); Committee,  Messrs.  Whitfield,  Tunbridge  and 
Leonard. 

West  Ham.  —A  meeting  of  the  West  Ham  and  Eastern 
District  Association  of  Pharmacists  and  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  November  16, 
the  president  (Mr.  W.  Main)  in  the  chair.  There  was 
a  large  attendance  of  chemists  and  medical  men.  The 
object  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear  an  address  by  Dr. 
C.  H.  Hampshire  (secretary  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
Commission)  on  The  British  Pharmacopceia,  1^32.  Dr. 
Hampshire  first  gave  a  brief  account  of  the  organisation 
which  had  been  set  up  for  the  purpose  of  preparing 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  He  mentioned  changes  in 
dosage  and  the  responsibilities  of  the  pharmacist  in 
relation  to  doses,  changes  in  nomenclature,  and  notes 
on  new  drugs  and  preparations.  A  lively  discussion 
followed;  the  president,  vice-president  (Mr.  A.  Morti- 
mer), Messrs.  Beardsley,  Potter,  Thomson,  Reed  and 
others  asked  questions  and  advanced  criticisms.  Dr. 
Hampshire  dealt  ably  with  all  the  points  raised,  and 
explained  that  the  views  he  expressed  were  his  per- 
sonal opinions.  Dr.  Wilson,  in  proposing  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Dr.  Hampshire,  remarked  that  he  was 
pleased  to  hear  all  the  strenuous  work  entailed  in 
compiling  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  would  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  patient.  Mr.  W.  J.  Beardsley,  in  second- 
ing the  vote,  called  attention  to  the  attitude  which 
should  be  adopted  by  the  student  in  preparing  for  his 
examination,  and  advised  him  to  stick  to  the  1914 
edition,  which  would  be  the  standard  for  his  examina- 
tion for  some  time  to  come.  Dr.  Hampshire  thanked 
his  audience  for  their  attendance,  and  hoped  that  his 
talk  to  them  had  been  helpful  in  the  elucidation  of 
difficulties.  A  collection  for  the  Benevolent  Fund 
amounted  to  £1  15s. 

West  Middlesex. — A  meeting  of  the  West  Middlesex 
Chemists'  Association  was  held  on  November  15,  Mr. 
J.  Dobson  presiding.  An  address  on  Sterilisation  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  H.  Davis  (pharmacist  to  University 
College  Hospital).  Mr.  Davis  detailed  the  various 
methods  of  sterilisation,  including  flaming,  autoclaving, 
steaming,  tyndallisation  and  filtration,  and  the  sterilisa- 
tion of  dressings.  He  also  described  the  emergency 
method  of  the  Pharmacopceia,  and  pointed  out  that  when 
prepared  with  care  solutions  are  not  likely  to  be  con- 
taminated from  the  air.  Four  ampoules  of  adrenalin 
solution  were  shown;  one,  prepared  according  to  the 
1914  Pharmacopceia,  was  perfectly  clear  and  colourless, 
while  the  others,  prepared  to  the  1932  formula,  showed 
a  coloration,  the  worst  being  one  made  from  natural 
adrenalin.  The  coloration  was  due  to  oxidation  through 
heating  and  might  be  prevented  by  a  trace  of  sodium 
bisulphite.  In  selecting  ampoules,  said  Mr.  Davis, 
price  should  not  be  considered  before  qualit}',  and 
alkali-free  glass  should  always  be  used.  In  sealing 
vaccine  bottles,  the  rubber  cap  should  be  secured  with 
copper  wire.  Various  pieces  of  apparatus  were  shown. 
After  the  address  the  following  took  part  in  a  discus- 
sion :  — Messrs.  Browne,  Alcock,  Ironmonger,  Gray, 
Dobson  and  Highfield.  A  hearty  vote  of  tlianks  to  the 
lecturer  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Mams. 

York. — ^A  meeting  of  the  York  and  District  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  on  November  17,  the  president 
(Mr.  John  Saville)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  W.  Deacon  (a 
member  of  the  Society's  Council)  gave  a  lantern  lec- 
ture on  The  Romance  of  Perfumes  to  a  gathering  of 
over  100  local  chemists  and  their  friends.  The  coloured 
slides  were  greatly  appreciated,  and  emphasised  the 
vastness  of  the  perfume  industry.  Mr.  \V.  P.  Saville 
proposed  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  lecturer.

THE  illustrations  on  this  page  show  the  exterior 
and  interior  of  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  F.  D. 
'Taylor,  34  Chorley  Old  Road,  Bolton,  recently 
fitted  up  by  D.  Matthews  &  Son,  Ltd.,  shopfitters, 
14-16  Manchester  Street,  Liverpool.  The  shop  has  a 
bronze  metal  front,  with  blue  marble  stallboards  and 
pilasters.  The  sign  is  of  white  opal  with  wood  cut-out 
letters.  The  two  entrance 
doors  are  made  of  the  best 
quality  Austrian  oak,  and 
the  whole  interior  is  fitted  in 
a  modern  style  in  light  oak. 
In  planning  the  shop  the 
greatest  possible  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  space 
available.  The  counter  faces 
directly  opposite  the  door- 
way entrance.  The  drug 
range  stretching  20  feet 
along  the  wall  is  inter- 
sected with  frameless  glass 
showcases,  between  the 
bottle  shelves,  and  on  the 
return  is  placed  a  p'ano- 
fronted  wall  case  with  a 
door  at  each  end  leading  to 
an  optical  dark  room.

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Seizing  Opportunities 

What  is  the  right  policy  for  the  present  time?  Should 
it  be  that  of  price  cutting  and  lowering  of  wages, 
or  should  it  be  overhauling  the  machine  to  find  out 
where  leakages  have  occurred,  at  the  same  time 
encouraging  the  workers  by  better  methods  of  sales- 
manship, more  effective  advertising  propaganda,  and 
impressing  upon  all  those  connected  with  one's  busi- 
ness that  they  are  colleagues  working  for  the 
good  of  their  own  business  and  of  their  country? 
It  is  difficult  to  face  the  facts  and  to  get 
down  to  the  real  tasks  that  are  waiting  to  be 
accomplished.  Wasteful  overhead  costs  may  be  elimi- 
nated and  increased  output  can  be  assured.  We  have 
no  right  to  let  "I  dare  not  "  wait  upon  "  1  would." 
Defeatism  is  the  most  pernicious  malady  that  can  assail 
life.  It  has  long  been  accepted  that  in  our  own 
country,  if  we  are  only  producing  sufficient  goods  for 
home  consumption,  we  need  work  only  a  day  and  a 
half  each  week.  It  is  necessary  that  international  trade 
should  improve  and  occupy  us  for  the  remainder  of 
the  week. 

An  Age  of  Gadgets 

When  one  thmks  of  the  introduction  of  mechanical 
devices,  not  only  in  the  realm  of  manual  labour,  but 
also  in  that  of  clerical  work,  one  can  appreciate  the 
Jack  of  security  of  tenure  of  any  occupation.  The 
mechanical  navvy  can  replace  forty  men,  the  mechani- 
cal calculator  about  twenty.  In  our  streets  we  have 
automatic  signals  as  traffic  controls,  taking  the  place 
of  the  constable  on  point  duty.  Dwelling-places,  such 
as  hotels,  the  newer  apartment  houses  and  service  flats, 
are  getting  to  be  gadget  houses.  We  have  become  a 
gadget  generation.  If  the  suggestion  which  the  late 
T.  P.  O'Connor  made  to  the  then  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  could  have  been  put  into  operation,  things 
might  have  been  different.  His  suggestion  was,  "  Let 
brains  be  taxed  and  every  man  his  own  assessor." 
The  man  who  can  see  an  opportunity  in  the  difficulties 
with  which  he  is  surrounded  is  a  true  optimist. 

Thinking  Internationally 

Following  the  lead  of  the  Ottawa  Conference,  we  must 
conalder  those  barriers  which  are  preventing  the  develop- 
ment of  our  overseas  trade.  What  the  country  needs 
to-day  is  less  interference  with  business  men  in  the 
development  of  their  trade.  We  must  begin  to  think 
internationally;  there  is  sufficient  capital  to  finance 
industrial  enterprise.  When  a  sweepstake,  the  third 
within  a  few  months,  can  realise  over  ;£4,ooo,ooo,  it 
is  evident  that  there  is  money  somewhere.  A  well- 
known  financier  has  pointed  out  that  the  wealthy 
man  of  a  generation  hence  will  be  he  who  takes  his 
opportunities  to-day.  We  have  a  chance  of  selling 
more  goods  abroad,  and  we  have  a  chance  to  sell 
more  in  the  home  market;  but  are  we  taking  the 
greatest  possible  advantage  of  these  opportunities?  Is 
it  not  possible  that  we  have  got  into  a  rut?  We 
are  spendmg  too  much  time  on  routine  work,  and 
not  enough  on  creative  organisation.  It  is  necessary 
to  review  the  organisation  of  all  our  industries  in  the 
light  of  changing  world  conditions.  We  must  be  pre- 
pared for  the  approaching  revival.  Let  us  co-ordinate  our 
commercial  with  our  industrial  policy. 


As  Others  See  Us 

According  to  a  recent  report  issued  by  the  Cliemical 
Division  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce, 
well  over  a  third  of  all  the  medicinal  preparations  sold 
abroad  by  manufacturers  in  the  United  States  have  been 
bought  in  recent  years  by  the  British  Commonwealth  of 
Nations,  whose  representatives  met  recently  in  Ottawa 
to  discuss  Imperial  economic  problems.  During  the  past 
five  years  their  share  of  the  United  States  total  medicinal 
exports  advanced  from  35  to  44  per  cent.  Some  of  these 
countries  have,  in  addition,  attracted  a  number  of  branch 
factories  of  United  States  firms  for  local  manufacture  of 
their  products.  The  most  important  buyer  of  all  is  the 
United  Kingdom,  which  is  itself  one  of  *he  three  leading 
world  producers  and  exporters  of  medicinals.  Despite  the 
keen  and  effective  competition  provided  by  the  British- 
made  products,  medicines  from  the  United  States  found  a 
market  for  close  to  $4,000,000  worth  in  1931.  These  im- 
ports increased  in  the  five-year  period,  at  the  same  time 
there  was,  according  to  reports,  an  important  growth  in 
British  production.  Canada  held  second  place  of  all 
British  Empire  markets  for  medicinals  until  1931,  when 
it  dropped  behind  British  India.  Domestic  production 
here  has  been  expanding,  but  the  demand  for  products 
advertised  in  United  States  magazines,  radio,  and  other 
publicity  mediums  circulating  in  Canada  has  maintained 
an  important  ingress  of  such  proprietaries  as  medicated 
plasters,  salves,  laxative  preparations,  as  well  as  bio- 
logical medicines.  British  India,  now  second-best  buyer, 
has  developed  into  an  excellent  market  for  salves  and 
tonics.  The  bulk  of  medicinal  imports  into  this  market 
are,  however,  from  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Germany's 
sales  have  lately  been  greater  than  those  by  the  United 
States.  Local  production  in  South  Africa  has  been 
climbing  up,  but  this  country  still  draws  heavily  on 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  for  its  medicinals. 
Salves  for  coughs  and  colds  and  laxative  preparations  are 
the  leading  proprietaries  bought  from  the  United  States. 
Sales  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  which  were  sizeable 
up  to  1930,  but  declined  with  the  depreciated  currency 
that  year,  are  still  a  persistent  and  important  factor  in 
the  total  imports  of  this  class.  The  relative  importance 
of  these  and  other  British  Empire  markets  in  the  export 
business  developed  by  manufacturers  in  the  United  States 
is  shown  in  the  following  table: —

Filtration  and  Centrifusal  Separation 


FILTRATION,  a  simple  problem  at  the  dispensing 
bench,  becomes  a  serious  matter  when  large 
volumes  of  liquid  are  involved.  Simple  clarifica- 
tion, the  removal  of  coarse  particles  from  an  otherwise 
clear  liquid,  is  effected  by  straining  the  liquid  through 
muslin  or  lint  stretched  on  a  suitable  frame.  When  fine 
suspended  matter,  especially  of  a  colloidal 
character,  has  to  be  removed,  it  is  necessary 
to  filter  or  allow  to  settle.  If  time  is  of  r.o 
importance  the  preparation  can  be  set  aside 
in  a  tall  vessel  with  a  series  of  tap  holes 
near  the  bottom.    The  clear  liquid  can  be

drawn  off  and  the  remainder  filtered.  In  some  cases 
it  is  necessary  to  weight  the  particles  with, 
material  such  as  kieselguhr  or  kaolin  to  maliC 
them  settle  to  the  bottom.  This  form  of  clarification 
is  probably  the  cheapest,  unless  it  involves  locking 
up  a  large  quantity  of  expensive  material.  The 
alternatives  to  clarification  by  subsidence  are  filtration 
and  centrifugal  separation.  Superficially,  filtration  ap- 
pears to  be  one  of  the  simplest  operations  the  chemist 
is  called  upon  to  perform.  In  practice,  with  large  bulks 
of  varying  materials  filtration  is  a  difficult  problem. 
Moderately  large  quantities  of  liquids  can  be  filtered 
through  paper  in  large  funnels.  Larger  quantities  need 
filter  bags  and  filter  presses,  or,  perhaps,  special  designs 
of  filters  of  which  there  are  many  available.  Filtration 
can  be  extremely  tiresome,  and  it  is  essential  to  use  the 
correct  type  of  filter  for  the  liquid  being  filtered.  Vacuum 
filtration,  such  as  is  used  for  the  separation  of  precipi- 
tates in  analvtica]  chemistry,  can  be  aoplied  on  the 
larger  scale,  but  liquids  containing  volatile  constituents 
should  not  be  filtered  in  this  way. 

The  Filter  Press 

in  its  many  forms  is,  perhaps,  the  most  useful  of  all  the 
filters.  It  can  be  used  to  produce  clear  liquids,  or  to 
remove  unwanted  liquid  from  precipitated  solids.  As  it 
can  be  constructed  in  iron,  wood  or  ebonite  its  applica- 
tion is  almost  universal.  The  apparatus  consists  essen- 
tially of  a  number  of  plates  having  on  each  side  a 
special  drainage  surface  with  a  raised  rim  all  round 
the  edge  and  a  central  hole.  These  plates  are  supported 
side  by  side  in  a  suitable  frame.  A  filter  cloth  is  placed 
over  each  plate  and  jointed  round  the  central  hole  with 
a  special  clip,  so  that  when  the  plates  are  tightly  closed 
together  hollow  chambers  are  formed  between  them. 
When  the  liquid  to  be  filtered  is  forced  in  by  means  of 
a  pump  through  the  central  hole,  the  solids  are  retained 
on  the  filter  cloth  and  the  liquid  passes  through  the 
cloth  and  escapes  along  the  diainage  surface.    It  is 


usually  found  in  practice  that  the  liquid  does  not  run 
clear  until  a  filtering  surface  is  built  up  on  the  face  of 
the  cloth.  This  surface  usvially  has  to  be  artificially 
prepared  by  adding  kieselguhr  or  some  similar  material 
to  the  liquid  before  filtration.  This  filtering  medium  on 
the  face  of  the  cloths  gradually  becomes  thicker  and 
thicker  as  more  liquid  is  pumped  through,  and  ulti- 
mately the  rate  of  flow  of  bright  liquid  drops  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.  A  point  arises  when  it  is  unsatisfac- 
tory to  continue  filtration  without  fcraping  down  the 
cloths.  It  is  obvious  that  there  is  a  limit  to  the  thick- 
ness of  deposit,  and  that  this  limit  depends  upon  the 
kind  of  deposit.  With  a  crystalline  precipitate  filtra- 
tion can  generally  be  carried  on  through  a  very  thick 
deposit  and  increased  pressure  increases  the  rate  of  flow, 
but  with  amorphous  material  the  thickness  limiting  the 
useful  rate  of  filtration  is  soon  reached.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  design  of  a  filter  press  depends  upon  the  material 
to  be  filtered.  For  separating  precipitates,  such  as 
barium  sulphate,  presses  with  large  spaces  between  the 
plates  are  used,  and  such  presses  are  filled  with  a  wash- 
ing device  to  wash  the  precipitate.  A  special  press  with, 
a  sealed  cover  is  made  for  filtering  volatile  liquids.  An 
interesting  application  of  filtration  is  in  the  preparation 
of  sterile  solutions.  Certain  liquids  cannot  be  sterilised 
by  heating,  and  an  alternative  is  to  filter  through  a 
filter  candle  or  some  other  form  of  bacteria  proof  filter. 
It  is  of  interest  in  this  connection  to  read  the  report 
of  the  subcommittee  on  the  preparation  of  sterile  solu- 
tions for  injection,  which  was  published  in  May  1931  by 
the  General  Medical  Council  (see  C.  &-  D.,  1931,  I,  190). 

Centrifugal  Machines 

Filter  bags  and  filter  presses  can  under  certain  condi- 
tions be  replaced  by  centrifugal  machines.  It  does  not 
follow  that  centrifuges  and  filter  presses  are  interchange- 
able, although  this  is  sometimes  the  case.  Under  certaia 
circumstances  it  is  convenient  to  carry  out  a  preliminarv 
clarification  in  a  centrifuge,  filtering  the  turbid  liqi  iJ

produced  through  a  filter  press.  The  simplest  t3'pe  ot 
centrifugal  machine  used  on  the  large  scale  is  known  in 
chemical  works  as  a  "  spinner"  or  "  ^^hizzer,"  and  in 
the  laundry  business  as  a  hydro-extractor.  It  consists 
essentially  of  a  perforated  cylinder  fixed  to  a  vertical 
shaft  which  is  rotated  at  high  speed.      This  rotary 
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spindle  and  cylinder  is  enclosed  by  an  outer  shell,  which 
acts  as  a  receiver  for  the  separated  liquid.  These 
machines  have  a  wide  application  and  are  made  in 
different  styles.  The  self-balancing  machines  are  used 
for  solid  loads  and  are  loaded  when  stationary.  Fixed 
spindle  machines  are  used  for  liquid  loads,  and  then  the 
"  slurry  "  or  magma  of  solid  and  liquid  is  run  in  whilst 
the  basket  is  travelling  at  full  speed.  The  liquid  passes 
through  the  perforations  in  the  basket  and  the  solids  are 


from  thick  sludges  which  soon  pack  up  in  an  ordinary 
machine.  The  illustration  shows  the  method  of  work- 
ing. High-speed  centrifuges  also  find  their  place  in  the 
laboratory.  These  machines  are  often  useful  in  place 
of  a  filter  to  clarify  an  almost  clear  liquid  which  has 
been  delivered  by  a  hydro-extractor.  They  will  not 
handle  liquids  containing  more  than  about  three  per 
cent,  of  solid  material,  so  in  no  sense  do  they  replace 
the  hydro-extractor.    They  will  separate  small  amounts

retained.  The  basket  is  lined  with  fine  gauze  or  filter 
cloth.  As  the  solids  become  impacted  on  the  surface 
of  the  gauze  or  cloth  the  rate  of  separation  drops,  and 
it  is  necessary  to  stop  the  machine  and  scrape  down  and 
then  restart.  A  modification  of  the  ordinary  type  of 
machine  has  an  imperforate  basket,  and  is  fitted  with  a 
skimming  pipe  operated  by  a  hand  wheel.  This  type 
of  machine  is  very  useful  for  separating  clear  liquid 


of  water  and  solid  materials  from  oils,  giving  a  clear, 
bright  product.  There  are  two  types  of  these  machines 
— one  a  disc  type,  such  as  is  used  in  milk  separation, 
and  the  other  a  machine  with  a  bowl  in  the  form  of  an 
elongated  hollow  cylinder  of  small  diameter.  Both  these 
types  of  machines  have  many  applications,  especially  in 
the  branches  of  the  industry  dealing  with  oils  and  with 
organotherapeutic  products. 


Government  Chemist's 
Report 

The  report  of  the  Government  chemist  on  the  work  of 
the  Government  laboratory  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1932  (Stationery  Office,  gd.),  contains  several  items  of 
interest  to  chemists.  This  year  there  appears  to  have 
been  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  total  number  of 
samples  examined,  the  decrease  being  due,  according  to 
the  report,  to  the  present  state  of  industry  generally. 
(A  comment  to  the  same  effect  was  made  in 
the  report  for  the  previous  year).  Under  the 
heading  "  Sheep  Dips,"  the  report  states  that 
fifty-six  samples  were  submitted  during  the  year, 
of  which  seventeen  were  reported  as  defective;  in 
two  cases  dips  made  in  accordance  with  the  submitted 
formulas  and  diluted  as  proposed  would  not  have  satis- 
fied the  Ministry's  requirements.  In  connection  with 
the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding  Stuffs  Act,  eight  fertilisers 
were  examined;'  of  these  five  were  mixed,  two  were  sul- 
phate of  ammonia  and  one  was  superphosphate.  Two 
of  the  mixed  fertilisers  contained  less  than  one-fifth  and 
another  less  than  one-third  of  the  declared  amount  of 
potash,  together  with  deficiencies  of  other  ingredients. 


Nine  samples  of  medicines  and  drugs  taken  from  sup- 
plies for  the  Colonies  were  examined  as  to  conformity 
with  specification;  the  result  of  the  examination  is  not 
stated. 

Under  "  Hydrocarbon  Oils  Duty  "  the  total  number 
of  samples  examined  was  10,031,  of  which  7,807  were 
from  imported  and  2,224  from  exported  goods;  of  these 
3,814  were  miscellaneous  composite  preparations,  includ- 
ing solvents,  insecticides,  medicinal  and  toilet  ^^repara- 
tions and  essential  oils.  During  the  year,  13,594 
samples  of  medicinal  spirits,  tinctures,  liniments,  ex- 
tracts, infusions,  perfumes,  liair-washes  and  dentifrices 
were  examined  as  to  their  character  and  spirit  strength 
in  order  to  check  the  exporters'  claims  for  drawback  on 
the  spirit  used  in  their  manufacture.  In  160  cases  the 
declared  strength  of  the  spirit  was  overstated.  Twenty- 
four  samples  were  submitted  by  the  police  authorities, 
including  a  specimen  of  milk.  Three  appendices  con- 
clude the  report. 


Trade-mark  applications  in  China. — We  are 
informed  that  applicants  for  registration  of  trade  marks 
in  China  in  respect  of  medicines  and  drugs  should  sub- 
mit a  certificate  drawn  up  by  the  Central  Hygienic 
Laboratory  in  Shanghai  as  to  the  nature  of  the  goods 
in  respect  of  which  the  trade  marks  are  sought  to  be 
registered.  This  certificate  costs  Sioo  Mex.,  and  three 
samples  of  each  product  are  necessary.

Surprising  Results 

Cross-reference  from  B.P.  text  to  index  and  vice 
versa  may  also  lead  to  svirprising  results.  For  example, 
antitoxins  are  required  to  comply  with  "  tests  for 
freedom  from  abnormal  toxicity,"  but  the  index 
only  refers  to  a  "  test  for  freedom  from  undue  toxi- 
city "  on  p.  635.  The  latter  proves  to  be  subsection 
C  of  Appendix  XVII,  which  in  subsections  A  and  B 
includes  tests  relating  to  vaccine  lymph  only.  Refer- 
ence to  "  Vaccinium  Vaccinia  "  reveals  the  absence  of 
any  test  for  either  "  undue  "  or  "  abnormal  "  toxicity, 
from  which  one  conjectures  that  subsection  C  of  Appen- 
dix XVII  has  no  connection  with  the  two  vaccine 
lymph  subsections  and  that  it  corresponds  to  the  miss- 
ing "  test  lor  freedom  from  abnormal  toxicity."  The 
question  is  settled  by  finding  that  the  said  subsection  C 
is  a  test  applicable  to  serum  only,  since  it  corresponds 
to  Article  22  of  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Regulations, 
193 1,  which  requires  "  each  batch  of  serum  "  to  comply 
with  "  tests  for  freedom  from  abnormal  toxicit}'."  How- 
ever, confusion  becomes  worse  confounded  by  the  dis- 
covery of  "  tests  for  absence  of  undue  toxicity  "  in  the 
B.P.  biological  assays  of  neoarsphenamine  and  sulphar- 
sphenamine.  These  appear  in  Appendix  XV,  subsec- 
tions M  and  N,  but  are  not  mentioned  in  either  the 
monographs  or  the  index.  "  Tests  for  maximum  toxi- 
city "  is  the  expression  in  the  Third  Schedule  of  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Regulations  for  the  toxicity 
tests  to  be  applied  to  arsphenamine  and  its  derivatives 
by  the  general  provisions  of  Part  I  of  this  Schedule. 
The  above  inconsistency  in  termmology  and  application 
is  disconcerting,  because  the  sale  of  therapeutic  sub- 
stances tested  for  "  maximum  toxicity  "  is  prohibited 
entirely  after  expiry  of  a  date  appearing  on  the  label 
pursuant  to  Article  10  (3)  [d)  of  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Regulations  (i.e.,  the  "  urgency  "  exception  does 
not  apply  to  substances  tested  for  maximum  toxicity). 
Whereas  a  therapeutic  substance  tested  for  abnormal 
toxicity  (e.g.,  diphtheria  antitoxin)  may  be  supplied  at 
a  physician's  request  and  risk  after  the  prescribed  date, 
another  therapeutic  substance  tested  for  maximum 
toxicity  (e.g.,  salvarsan)  must  not  be  supplied  under 
any  circumstances  whatsoever,  a  sale  being  an  offence 
incurring  liability  to  a  fine  of  ;^ioo.  The  "  undue 
toxicity  ' '  tests  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  may  have  special 
application  abroad,  but  the  fact  remains  that  at  home 
this  designation  covers  two  toxicity  tests  with  opposed 
applications  as  regards  the  supply  of  out-of-date  thera- 
peutic substances.  Other  problems  arise  in  con- 
nection with  the  biological  standardisation  of  phar- 
macopoeial  preparations,  especially  in  interpreting  where 
the  "  official  "  authority  (of  the  B.P.)  ends  and  out- 
side legal  jurisdiction  begins.  This  indeterminate  aspect 
of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  is  brought  out  in  the  itemised 
survey  below.  The  label  appears  the  one  safeguard 
in  buying  and  selhng  medicaments  "  controlled  "  by 
law.  Commercial  considerations  arising  in  connection 
with  biological  assay  will  be  dealt  with  later. 

The  Official  Monographs 

Adrenalinum. — ^This  monograph  is  improved  by  details 
being  more  specific.  The  chemical  name  for  adrenalin 
is  now  Z  — a  — 3  :  4  — dihydroxyphenyl  — jS — methylamino- 
ethanol  and  the  molecular  weight  is  given  as  183. i. 
Sanction  is  accorded  to  synthetic  adrenalin.  An  ash 
limit  (o.oi  per  cent.)  is  now  included.  A  warning  is 
given  that  adrenalin  is  unstable  in  neutral  or  alkaline 
solution,  but  that  it  is  stable  during  storage  if  kept 
dry  and  in  a  dark-coloured  glass  container. 


Antitoxinum  Diphthericum.  —  This  monograph 
commences  by  a  cautionary  notice  to  the  effect  that 
care  must  be  taken  to  comply  with  the  law  in  any  part 
of  the  British  Empire  in  which  "  Diphtheria  Antitoxin 
is  controlled  by  law,"  but  no  indication  is  given  as  to 
where  the  B.P.  preparation  is  legal.  Attention  is 
called  to  the  precautionary  legal  notice  on  p.  12.  This 
announces  that  a  local  law  supersedes  the  Pharmacopoeia 
"  directions,"  and  adds  that  it  is  "  expedient  that  local 
inquiry  be  made  in  each  case."  Also  that  for  Great 
Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act,  1925,  and  the  Regulations  made  there- 
under should  be  consulted  The  effect  is  that  the 
application  of  the  B.P.  monograph  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained without  reference  to  outside  authority. 

The  antitoxin  itself  may  be  a  "  serum,  or 
a  preparation  from  serum,  containing  the  antitoxic 
globulins,  which  have  the  specific  power  of  neutralising 
the  toxin  formed  by  Coryne-bacteriuin  diphtheria  " 
(this  last  being  the  test  for  identity).  The  "  Charac- 
ters "  are  decidedly  optional.  Thus  the  two  liquid 
forms  of  diphtheria  antitoxin  mav  or  mav  not  contain 
an  antiseptic.  The  colour  varies  from  yellow  or  yellow- 
ish brown  (for  serum)  to  yellowish  brown  or  greenish 
yellow  (for  solution  of  antitoxic  globulins).  These  are 
initially  transparent,  but  acquire  with  age  a  faint 
opalescence.  The  solid  forms  are  described  as  yellowish- 
white  powders  or  yellowish-brown  flakes,  but  it  is  in- 
accurate to  state  that  "  when  dissolved  in  10  parts  of 
iimter,  they  resemble  the  liquid  forms  in  colour  and 
appearance."  Obviously  "  the  product  "  is  intended,  . 
not  "  they."  The  fi'st  element  of  certainty  is  in  the 
requirement  that  liquid  serum  does  not  contain  more 
than  10  per  cent  (w/v)  of  solid  matter.  Not  more 
than  i.o  gram  of  solid  matter  per  5,000  units  is  allow- 
able in  the  case  of  solution  of  antitoxic  globulins.  It 
is  not  permissible  to  add  antiseptics  or  other  substances 
to  the  solid  preparations.  The  tests  for  purity  relate 
to  sterility  and  freedom  from  abnormal  toxicity.  Under 
"  Assay,"  the  potency  is  fixed  at  not  less  than  400 
units  per  mil  for  liauid  preparations,  and  4,000  units 
per  gram  for  solid  forms.  The  provisions  regarding 
storage  are  interesting  to  the  pharmacist  vendor, 
especially  as  the  compulsory  condition  requires  him  to  be 
one  of  the  prophets.  After  stating  that  diptheria  anti- 
toxin should  be  keot  "at  as  low  a  temperature  as 
possible  above  its  freezing  point,"  it  is  pointed  out  tliat 
deterioration  is  rapid  during  the  first  few  months,  but 
thereafter  it  is  usually  5  per  cent,  per  annum,  and 
not  exceeding  10  per  cent,  per  annum,  when  the  storage 
temperature  does  not  rise  above  10°  C.  It  is  noted 
that  the  rate  of  deterioration  may  approach  20  per 
cent,  per  annum  during  storage  at  15°  to  20°  C. 
Finally  "  the  number  of  units  placed  in  each  container 
must  be  sufficient  to  ensure  that  the  number  stated 
on  the  label  is  still  present  at  the  end  of  the  period 
during  which  the  preparation  is  intended  to  be  used." 

The  provisions  applicable  to  diphtheria  antitoxin 
under  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Regulations, 
193  r,  are,  by  contrast,  much  more  reasonable 
and  explicit.  These  require  in  each  container  a 
sufficient  number  of  units  in  excess  of  the  minimal  total 
number  of  units  indicated  on  the  label,  which  will 
ensure  that  the  said  minimal  total  number  of  units  will 
still  be  present  at  ' '  the  date  to  which  the  preparation 
may  be  expected  to  retain  its  potenc}-,"  if  kept  under 
suitable  conditions  (which  date  must  appear  on  the 
label  pursuant  to  Article  10  (3)  (d).  The  label  should 
state: — (i)  Whether  the  product  is  serum,  dried 
serum,     solution    of    antitoxic    globulins,     or  dried 
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antitoxic  globulins;  (2)  the  date  after  which  the  prepara- 
tion is  not  intended  to  be  used.  The  label  thus  becomes 
the  supplier's  safeguard,  but  the  Pharmacopoeia  succeeds 
in  obscuring  the  mandates  for  out-of-date  therapeutic 
substances.  The  lirst  requirement  reproduces  legal 
labelling  provisions  requiring  that  "  the  label  on  the 
container  or  the  label  or  wrajjper  on  the  package  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  particular  product.  ..."  How- 
ever, the  second  instruction  is  a  mild  parody  of  the 
legal  situation,  since  Section  5  (2)  {&)  of  the  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Act,  1925,  prohibits  the  sale  of  such 
"  substance  "  after  the  prescribed  date,  the  one  excep- 
tion being  by  Article  11  of  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Regulations,  193 1,  when  a  registered  medical  practitioner 
is  satisfied  that  the  sale  is  required  "  by  the  urgency  of 
the  case  "  after  his  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the 
dates  recorded  on  the  contajlner.  The  Pharmacopoeia 
also  instructs  that  the  label  on  the  container  is  to 
state: — (i)  The  minimum  total  number  of  units  in  the 
container;  (2)  either  (a)  the  number  of  units  in  i  mil 
or  in  I  gram,  or  (b)  the  total  number  of  mils  of  liquid, 
or  grams  of  dried  product,  in  the  container. 

Antitoxinum  Tetanicu.m. — The  monograph  is  on  lines 
almost  identical  with  the  foregoing,  the  changes  being 
in  reference  to  an  antitoxin  with  a  specific  power  for 
neutralising  the  toxin  formed  by  Bacillus  tetani.  An 
important  difference  is  the  use  of  "  International  Units." 
The  label  must  state  the  total  number  of  international 
units  present  and  also  the  equivalent  number  of  U.S.P.X 
units,  which  will  be  cnc-half  the  number  of  international 
units.  The  reference  in  labelling  to  "  Inter- 
national Units  "  after  plain  "  Units  "  in  the 
monograph  is  unheralded,  the  unit  being  defined  in 
Appendix  XV,  subsection  E.  Clarity  of  statement 
makes  it  preferable  to  use  the  international  qualifica- 
tion throughout,  especially  since  the  U.S.P.X  standard 
is  mentioned  in  the  text  of  a  B.P.  monograph — an 
extraordinary  precedent  in  Pharmacopoeia  compilation 
as  a  consequence  of  following  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Regulations. 

Antitoxinum  VVelchicum.  —  Gas-gangrene  antitoxin 
for  neutralising  the  tcxin  formed  by  Bacillus  perfringens 
{Bacillus  Welchii)  is  described  in  similar  terms  and 
corresponding  requirements  to  those  for  the  two  pre- 
vious antitoxins.  An  exception  is  in  regard  to  the 
amount  of  solid  matter  in  the  solution  of  antitoxic 
globulins  being  not  more  than  20  per  cent,  (w/v) 
instead  of  one  gram  for  so  many  units  ot  potency.  The 
storage  statement  is  limited  to  "  Gas-gangrene  anti- 
toxin (perfringens)  should  be  kept  at  as  low  a  tempera- 
ture as  possible  above  its  freezing  point."  Incidentally 
it  would  be  as  well  to  specify  such  minimum  storage 
temperature  instead  of  referring  to  a  freezing  point 
(presumably  0°  C.)  unknown  to  the  purchaser. 

Arsphenamina. — This  chemical,  commonly  known  as 
salvarsan  (dioxy-diamino-arseno  benzol-dihydrochloride), 
is  not  included  in  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  despite  it 
being  the  type  substance  in  Section  2  of  the  Schedule 
of  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  1925.  Apparently 
the  original  antisyphilitic  therapeutic  substance  is  being 
superseded  by  the  officially  recognised  neoarsphenamine 
and  sulpharsphenamine. 

Digitalis  Folium. — In  accordance  with  the  inter- 
national agreement  of  1930  in  regard  to  potent  drugs, 
digitalis  leaf  (from  Digitalis  puypurea.  Linn.)  is  directed 
to  be  rapidly  dried  at  a  temperature  between  55°  and 
60'  C.  as  soon  as  possible  after  collection.  Storage 
instructions  are  now  added  to  the  effect  that  the  con- 
tainer should  prevent  access  of  moisture.  Moisture 
limit  (8  per  cent.)  and  acid-insoluble  ash  limit  (5  per 
cent.)  are  included,  these  being  the  sole  tests  for  purity. 
Though  digitalis  is  not  included  in  the  Schedules  of  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  it  is  accorded  the  dignity 
of  a  precautionary  legal  notice  owing  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1932  making  digitalis  powder  subject 
to  biological  standardisation.  Hence  the  new  Pharma- 
copoeia instructs  that  "  when  Digitalis  Folium, 
Digitalis  Folia,  or  Pulvis  Digitalis  is  prescribed. 
Digitalis  Pulverata  should  be  dispensed." 

Digitalis  Pulverata. — As  noted  above,  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  of  1932  makes  the  activity  of  powdered 
digitalis  subject  to  control  by  law.  It  requires  refer- 
ence to  Appendix  XV  (I)  to  ascertain  that  the  standard 


preparation  for  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  is 
"the  international  digitalis  powder."  This  standard 
applies  in  other  parts  of  the  British  Empire  "  except 
for  those  countries  in  which  a  similar  standard  prepara- 
tion, kept  in  a  different  institute,  has  bctn  defined  by 
law;  in  these  countries  the  standard  preparation  so 
defined  is  used."  The  question  arises  whether  it  is 
jjossible  for  a  "  similar  "  standard  to  have  a  different 
activity.  The  onus  of  answering  this  query  is  placed 
upon  the  supplier,  since  it  is  stated  under  "  Con- 
tainers "  that  "  Each  container  bears  a  label  stating 
the  number  of  units  of  activity  contained  in  one  gram, 
and  the  weight  in  grams  which  is  equivalent  in  activity 
to  one  gram  of  the  intertiatioiial  standard  digitalis 
powder."  This  envisages  the  supply  of  powdered  digi- 
talis not  adjusted  to  pharmacopoeial  standard  evidently 
for  use  in  official  digitalis  preparations  (infusion  and 
tincture,  the  activity  of  which  is  controlled  by  law). 
Instead  of  sanctioning  the  use  of  equivalents,  it  would 
be  safer  and  simpler  to  limit  the  title  "  digitalis 
pulverata  "  to  digitalis  powder  of  uniform  activity,  as 
is  already  the  requirement  in  regard  to  digitalis  powder 
for  therapeutic  administration  (as  this  "  must  be 
assayed  and  adjusted  to  contain  ten  units  in  i  gram  "). 
The  monograph  confuses  by  making  the  adjustment  of 
tlie  activity  of  digitalis  powder  an  optional  matter, 
though  at  the  same  time  requiring  that  its  strength 
must  be  stated  in  terms  of  the  international  standard. 

Extractum  Hepatis  Liquidum. — This  addition  to  the 
Pharmacopoeia  contains  the  equivalent  of  S  oz.  of  fresh 
liver  (of  ox  or  sheep)  in  each  fl.  oz.  of  liquid  extract. 
It  is  prepared  by  dissolving  precipitated  and  granulated 
liver  extract  (obtained  during  the  process  for  making 
ext.  hepatis  siccum)  in  a  mixture  of  distilled  water, 
alcohol  and  glycerin.  The  volume  is  adjusted  to  one- 
eighth  the  original  weight  of  fresh  liver  (as  above).  The 
final  product  also  contains  "  not  less  than  "  10  per 
cent,  (v/v)  of  alcohol  (95  per  cent.),  and  "  not  less 
than  "  20  per  cent,  (v/v)  of  glycerin.  It  is  stated  that 
liquid  extract  of  liver  should  be  used  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, as  it  may  lose  activity  on  keeping.  It  is  indicated 
that  the  preparation  should  be  kept  in  a  well-closed 
container  and  stored  in  a  cool  place.  A  non-com- 
mittal provision  on  labelling  reads — "  The  label  on  the 
container  states  the  equivalent  of  fresh  liver  in  30  mils, 
or  in  one  fluid  ounce."  One  remains  in  doul)t  as  to  the 
legal  application  of  such  a  statement  of  fact. 

Extractum  Hepatis  Siccum. — Dry  extract  of  liver  is 
described  as  a  selected  fraction  of  an  alcoholic  extract 
of  ox  or  sheep  liver  containing  the  specific  principle 
which  increases  the  number  of  red  corpuscles  in  the  blood 
of  persons  suffering  from  pernicious  anaemia.  The 
process  of  preparation  introduces  into  the  Pharmacopoeia 
the  methods  of  the  manufacturing  biochemist  requiring 
the  plentiful  use  of  alcohol  for  extraction,  purification, 
and  dehydration.  The  fact  that  a  special  type  of 
industrial  alcohol  is  employed  in  actual  manufacture  is 
not  mentioned.  The  method  of  preparation  is  also  one 
inapplicable  except  in  the  biochemical  laboratory  of  a 
manufacturing  chemist. 

Extractum  Pituitarii  Liquidum. — Pituitary  (pos- 
terior lobe)  extract  of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  is  con- 
trolled by  law.  It  is  the  "  proper  name  "  for  the 
"  complete  watery  extract  "  of  the  Fifth  Schedule  of 
the  Therapeutic  Substances  Regulations,  193 1.  The 
B.P.  preparation  may  be  made  from  the  posterior  lobes 
of  the  pituitary  bodies  of  oxen  or  other  mammals.  It 
is  standardised  to  10  units  per  millilitre,  each  unit  being 
the  specific  activity  of  0.5  mgm.  of  National  Institute 
or  "  similar  "  standard  preparation  of  pituitary  (pos- 
terior lobe)  extract  when  extracted  by  the  prescribed 
method.  The  monograph  requires  the  pituitary  Ijodies 
to  be  frozen  immediately  on  removal  from  "  the 
animal  "  (this  should  be  animals).  The  B.P.  instruction 
to  place  the  date  of  manufacture  on  the  label  is  in 
striking  disagreement  with  legal  labelling  requirements 
in  this  country.  The  latter  concern  the  date  after  which 
sale  is  prohibited.  In  the  case  of  pituitary  (posterior 
lobe)  extract  the  prescribed  date  is  specified  in  the  Fifth 
Schedule  of  the  Therapeutic  Substances  Regulations, 
1931,  as  "  such  date  as  the  licensing  authority  shall  in 
any  particular  case  have  approved  in  writing."

The  week  has  so  far  been  rather  uneventful  with  business 
continuing'  on  former  modest  lines,  and  prices  being  gener- 
ajly  maintained.  In  pharmaceutcial  chemicals  tho  recent 
advances  aro  holding.

The  Malayan  Areca  Nut  Industry 

The  arsca  nut  industry,  states  the  annual  report  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Federated  Malay  States  and 
Straits  Settlements,  continues  to  be  one  of  considerable 
importance  to  Malaya,  and  the  indications  are  that  greater 
care  for  the  plantations  and  closer  attention  tp  preparation 
should  result  in  a  better  class  of  product  without  adding  to 
the  cost.  The  area  planted  with  this  crop  in  1951  was 
returned  as  16,070  acres,  which  was  3,737  acres  more  than 
in  1930.  The  main  areas  of  production  are  Johore  and 
Kelantan,  and  in  Johore  9,550  acres  were  recorded  as  pro- 
ducing 13,744  tons  in  1931  as  compared  with  12,905  tons  in 
the  previous  ycai'.

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  letters  which  have  ap- 
peared in  your  issues  of  November  12  and  19,  which  we 
have  read  with  great  interest,  we  think  we  ought  to 
jjoint  out  that  we  liave  for  several  years  operated  a 
code-number  system  of  the  kind  described  which  has 
])rGved  of  the  utmost  use.  Without  going  into  details, 
not  only  does  our  system  protect  the  wholesale  and 
retail  chemist  who  handles  our  products,  and,  for  that 
matter,  the  general  public  as  far  as  gauging  the  age  of 
the  container  in  question,  but  it  also  protects  ourselves 
and  our  customers  in  that  we  are  able  to  trace  the  exact 
course  of  the  packing,  the  date  despatched  from  our 
factory,  the  laboratory  test  of  the  batch,  etc.,  even  if 
we  only  receive  a  label  in  a  plain  envelope  without  any 
further  description.  We  feel  sure  that  similar  systems 
are  in  use  by  several  leading  manufacturers,  and  while 
not  wishing  in  the  least  to  detract  from  the  efficiency  of 
the  firm  whose  system  has  been  described,  we  think  that 
the  trade  should  realise,  if  it  does  not  do  so  already, 
that  there  have  been  many  such  systems  in  operation 
for  a  considerable  time. — Yours  faithfully,

Publicity  Scheme  for  Pharmacy 

Sir, — As  Mr.  Mallinson  said  on  November  3,  what  is 
wanted  is  publicity  for  the  man  with  the  qualification. 
At  the  present  time  the  man  without  the  qualification 
has  premises  identical  in  every  feature  with  those  of  the 
genuine  chemist,  even  to  the  title  "  pharmacy  "  over 
the  door,  and  the  public  refer  to  both  qualified  and  un- 
qualified as  "  chemists  "  indiscriminately;  the  question 
is  whether  an  advertising  scheme  costing  ^^20,000  a  year 
will  educate  the  layman  to  the  difference  between  the 
two,  and,  if  it  succeeds  in  doing  so,  whether  he  will 
transfer  his  custom  from  the  one  to  tire  other  unless  it 
suits  his  pocket  or  convenience.  In  France  no  one 
except  a  chemist  cai  sell  drugs  or  medicine,  and  doctors 
cannot  supply  medicine  to  patients  unless  the  nearest 
chemist  is  more  than  four  miles  away.  Until  we  get 
some  similar  regulations  in  this  country  the  pharmacist 
will  never  reap  the  benefit  of  his  qualification.  Mr. 
Mallinson  said  that  he  did  not  think  it  wise  to  compete 
with  the  advertising  of  the  multiple  shops,  but  this 
advertising  has  a  negative  effect  as  well  as  a  positive 
one.  If  collective  advertising  for  chemists  will  meet 
some  of  these  points  it  will  be  a  very  useful  proposition, 
but  the  matter  will  have  to  be  well  thought  out,  worded 
and  displayed,  and  free  from  any  extravagant  claims.

Competition 

Sir, — The  suggestions  of  your  contributor  "  Critique  " 
(C.  6^  D.,  November  19,  p.  607)  on  competition  are 
worthy  of  consideration  by  all  pharmacists  who  are  in 
direct  competition  with  the  multiple  stores.  The  wide- 
awake chemist  who  buys  wisely  will  not  have  much 
difficulty  in  competing  with  the  prices  charged  by  the 


stores;  it  is  usually  his  fellow  pharmacists  who  give  him 
most  cause  for  uneasiness.  In  my  neighbourhood,  for 
instance,  the  following  prices  are  being  charged  by 
"  poor  private  chemists  ": — Malt  and  oil,  in  glass  jars, 
I  lb.  9^d.,  2  lb.  is.  5d.;  tablets  of  aspirin  or  cascara, 
bottles  of  100,  lojd.;  glycerin,  8-oz.  bottle,  is.;  Parrish's 
Food,  12-OZ.  bottle,  is.;  Glauber's  salt,  in  cartons,  4  oz. 
id.,  I  lb.  3d.;  Blaud's  pills,  bottles  of  144,  9jd.  Is  it 
worth  while  trying  to  meet  such  cutthroat  competition 
as  this?  Emphatically,  no.  And  here,  I  think,  the 
argument  that  one's  prices  are  higher  because  the 
quality  of  the  goods  is  higher  might  be  advanced  with 
some  show  of  reason.  With  regard  to  such  lines  as 
health  salts  I  would  say:  "  Instal  a  mixer,  and  make 
your  own.  Choose  a  good  formula,  push  your  product, 
and  you  will  sell  more  of  it  than  of  all  the  proprietary 
salines  put  together."  "  Critique's  "  advice  about 
opening  on  Sundays,  bank  holidays  and  half-holidays 
should  be  followed  with  caution,  epsecially  by  chemists 
who  are  obliged  to  put  in  these  extra  hours  in  person. 
The  man  who  devotes  the  whole  of  his  energy  and  atten- 
tion to  business  is  a  very  poor  fish  indeed.  Let  us  leave 
a  margin  to  our  days,  and  not  allow  even  competition 
to  deprive  us  of  some  interests  and  activities  outside 
shopkeeping.  Maintaining  the  policy  of  my  prede- 
cessor, I  have  always  been  an  exponent  of  early  closing 
and  (except  by  rota)  no  Sunday  opening;  I  close  half 
an  hour  or  an  hour  earlier  than  my  competitors,  and — 
well,  the  business  is  now  in  its  fiftieth  year,  and  not  out 
yet. — Yours  faithfully. 

Competitor  (21 /ii). 

Sir, — The  article  on  p.  607  of  the  C.  D.  of  Novem- 
ber ig  is  timely,  but  perhaps  I  may  criticise  some  of 
the  statements  made.  First,  the  word  "  competition  " 
itself.  There  is  probably  no  word  in  business  to-day 
used  less  correctly  than  this.  I  make  bold  to  say  that 
when  it  is  used  in  connection  with  pharmacy  it  means 
"  cutting  "  and  not  "  competition."  There  is  a  big 
difference  between  the  two.  Competition,  rightly  under- 
stood and  practised,  is  healthy  rivalry.  Cutting  is  un- 
healthy fighting;  it  sets  trader  against  trader;  those 
who  practise  it  often  pay  poor  wages,  and  often  the 
cutter  finds  himself  in  the  bankruptcy  court.  It  is  a 
poison  in  the  business  system.  "  Sell  at  store  prices  " 
is  "  Critique's  "  panacea  for  competing  against  the 
stores.  But  suppose  every  chemist  in  business  followed 
his  advice  to-day,  what  would  be  the  result  in  a  year 
or  two's  time?  Would  it  not  be  that  prices  would  have 
dropped  to  a  level  lower  than  they  are  to-day?  Few 
pharmacists  recognise  that  drugs  (the  raw  material  of 
the  majority  of  goods  that  they  handle)  do  not  follow 
the  usual  economic  law  of  supply  and  demand,  because 
they  are  a  class  apart.  They  will  never  sell  the  more 
freely  because  they  are  cheap.  It  is  probable  that  the 
sale  of  drugs  is  not  increasing  to-day;  it  is  stationary, 
if  not  actually  declining,  and  yet  we  see  the  wholesale 
as  well  as  the  retail  trade  fighting  each  other  to  sell 
their  wares  in  a  market  which  has  never  yet  given  them 
other  than  a  very  moderate  living.  It  can  be  said  with 
truth  that  the  public  does  not  want  cheap  drugs. 
Further,  there  are  many  pharmacists  to-day,  close  to 
"  stores  "  and  multiple  shops,  who  are  getting  reason- 
able prices  for  their  goods.  Another  point  is  that  there 
is  not  room  in  any  neighbourhood  for  more  than  one 
cutter  of  prices.  Cutting  is  of  all  practices  the  most 
selfish.  I  am  aware  that  sentiment  in  business  is  non- 
existent to-day,  but  surely  there  is  a  duty  which  a 
pharmacist  owes  to  his  brethren.  My  slogan  would  be 
"  Reasonable  Prices  and  Service,"  and  I  believe  this 
can  be  carried  out  by  the  majority  of  pharmacists  to- 
day. Service  will  constitute  a  goodwill  that  will  cling 
to  the  pharmacy  long  after  the  pharmacist  who  rendered 
it  has  retired  or  died. — Yours,  etc.,

Sir, — In  our  former  letter  we  specifically  stated  that 
we  had  no  wish  to  take  part  in  any  argument  "with 
regard  to  the  preferential  duty,  and  Mr.  Smith's  charge 
(C.  6-  D.,  November  12,  p.  629)  is  therefore  gratuitous. 
He  referred  to  our  prices,  and  that  was  the  subject- 
matter  of  our  letter.  We  have  explained  our  position, 
and  arc  content  to  leave  the  matter  there.  Mr.  Smith, 
however,  asks  definitely  whether  future  supplies  from 
Newfoundland  will  register  .  60  blue  units  for  a  20-per- 
cent, dilution.  Since  ,  our  former  letter  was  written  we 
have  received  a  report  on  twelve  samples  taken  from 
bulk  here  under  the  supervision  of  a  representative  of 
the  High  Commissioner  for  Newfoundland  and  submitted 
to  an  expert  selected  by  him.  Two  of  these  samples 
show  respectively  48  and  49.6  blue  units  for  a  lo-per- 
cent.  dilution  equivalent  to  a  great  deal  more  than  60 
blue  units  for  a  20-per-cent.  dilution.  We  frankly 
admit  that  such  figures  are,  at  the  present  time,  excep- 
tional; but  with  increasing  knowledge  with  regard  to 
the  conditions  of  production,  particularly  locality  and 
time  of  the  year,  we  believe  that  the  production  of  this 
class  of  oil  can  be  very  greatly  increased.

Legal  Queries 

-  G.  B.  (14/9). — Since  henna,  senna,  colocynth  and 
papain  are  not  scheduled  poisons,  there  are  no  restric- 
tions on  the  sale  of  any  of  these  articles. 

P.  F.  P.  {2/11). — The  inclusion  of  the  word  "  colds  " 
in  the  label  for  medicated  snuff,  and  the  title  catarrh 
snuff,  render  both  articles  liable  to  medicine-stamp 
duty. 

/.  S.  S.  (29/9)  asks  whether  under  the  Road  Traffic 
Act,  1930,  taxi-cabs  must  be  provided  with  first-aid 
outfits.  [As  taxi-cabs  are  ."  adapted  to  carry  less  than 
eight  passengers  "  they  are  not  "  public  service 
vehicles  "  within  the  meaning  of  the  regulations,  and 
need  not  be  equipped  with  first-aid  outfits.  It  is  pos- 
sible, however,  that  under  iocal  police  bye-laws  some 
provision  of  this  kind  must  be  observed  and  inquiries 
should,  therefore,  be  made  in  the  district.] 

B.  E.  B.  (23/8). — A  mortgage  is  a  conveyance  of  the 
legal  right  in  property  or  land  from  one  person  to 
another  as  security  for  money.  It  contains  a  condition 
that  if  the  money  be  repaid,  together  with  interest, 
the  property  or  land  shall  be  reconveyed  to  the  bor- 
rower. The  terms  of  repayment  of  principal  and 
interest  are  by  agreement.  In  the  event  of  death  of 
the  borrower  the  property  is  not  necessarily  surren- 
dered, provided  the  terms  of  the  mortgage  are  con- 
tinued. The  mortgagee  (i.e.,  the  lender)  can  only  take 
possession  if  default  occur  by  the  mortgagor  (i.e.,  the 
borrower).  Witliout  the  knowledge  of  the  terms  of  the 
deed  we  cannot  advise  you  of  the  position  in  the  event 
of  the  happening  you  mention,  and  we  advise  you 
to  obtain  legal  advice  in  the  matter. 

H.  W.  W.  (19/10). — The  question  of  the  sale  of 
medicated  wines  is  not  affected  by  the  fact  that 
certain  wines  of  the  B.P.,  1914,  do  not  appear 
in  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  (C.  tS-  D.,  November  5, 
P-  555)-  The  liability  to  licence  duty  as  regards 
an  E.xcise  licence  depends  upon  whether  or  not 
the  wine  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  sufficiently  medicated.  If  it  is  and 
the  bott-0  is  labelled  for  a  dosage  so  as  to  show  that  the 
liquid  is  intended  for  use  as  a  medicine  and  not  as  a 
beverage,  they  do  not  require  a  wine  licence  to  be  taken 
out  for  its  sale  by  a  duly  qualified  chemist  and  druggist. 
In  the  C.  <&•  D.  Diary,  igj2  (p.  318)  are  given  particulars 
of  compositions  entitling  to  exemption.  On  the  other 
hand,  under  the  recent  decision  of  the  High  Court  in  the 
Brighton  case,  it  would  not  be  safe  for  anyone  to  sell 
by  retail  any  wine,  whether  medicated  or  not,  without 
a  justices'  licence.

B.  E.  (2 / 38). —Weather  indicator. — The  type  of 
indicator  to  which  you  refer  is  a  cobalt  hygrometer. 
This  is  made  by  dipping  white  blotting  paper  into  the 
following  liquid: — Cobalt  chloride,  i  oz.;  sodium 
chloride,  i  oz.;  glycerin,  two  drops;  mucilage  of  acacia, 
I  fl.^  dr.;  distilled  water,  5  fi.  oz.  The  strips  are 
allowed  to  dry;  when  exposed  to  the  atmosphere  they 
become  more  or  less  reddish  in  colour  in  proportion  to 
the  moisture  present.  Thus:  rose-red,  rain;  pale-red, 
very  moist;  bluish-red,  moist;  lavender-blue,  nearly  dry; 
blue,  very  dry.  Calcium  chloride,  about  70  grains,  may 
be  substituted  for  the  glycerin. 

D.    A.    (26/38). — Vanishing   creams. — A    scries  of 
articles  on  the  subject  of  vanishing  creams  appeared  in 
the  following  issues  of  the  C.  &  D.: — June  27,  1925, 
p.  925;  June  25,   1927,  p.  780;  July  9,   1927,  p.  62; 
July  16,  1927,  p.  89.    The  standard  formula  is:  —

The  method  of  making  should  be  strictly  followed. 
Add  the  stearic  acid  to  hallf  the  water  and  liquet}'. 
Remove  the  source  of  heat  and  stir  in  quickly  tlie 
remainder  of  the  water,  to  which  has  been  added  tlie 
ammonia.  If  it  granulates,  re-heat.  Incorporate  with 
the  above  cream: —

Dissolve  and  triturate  for  ten  to  fifteen;  minutes  until 
a  thin  cream  is  produced.

Repeated  tritura- 
tion may.  be  necessary  with  non-crystalline  stearic  acid 
to  develop  the  sheen.    Add:  —

It  the  sheen  is  not  desired  do  not  triturate.  Packing 
of  this  cream  requires  more  attention  than  is  often 
given  to  it. .  Usually  it  is  placed  in  jars  where  the  lid 
fits  loosely,  and  the  result  is  evaporation  of  the  water 
and  shrinkage  follows.  The  best  packing  we  have  seen 
is  in  collapsible  tubes.
